And Mr Phoenix described the 
upcoming cuts as the most sustained 
and savage for generations. 

Health bosses are preparing for the 
biggest shake-up in the NHS for a 
decade as the coalition Government 
begins to implement its new policies 
which include plans to give GPs a lot 
more control and responsibility over 
commissioning services. 


The NHS budget will also be under 
huge pressure over a prolonged period 
with a gap between spending and 
funding of around 20 per cent. 

Mr Phoenix revealed: “I think it 
will be the most challenging time for 
the NHS in its history. 

“I have been in the NHS for half of 
its history and there has never been 
a time when the NHS has faced a 
sustained standstill or reduction of 
its budget for beyond a year or so. 
The current situation is going to last 
three to four years, or possibly more.” 

He said the health service would

have to find smarter ways of working and 
focusing spending. 

For example, ensuring people with condi¬ 
tions such as chronic asthma have their ill¬ 
ness managed properly in the community, by 
themselves and their GP, so they do not need 
expensive hospital stays, he said. 

Mr Phoenix, who has 30 years’ experience 
in the NHS, said: “There is a sense of nervous¬ 
ness, of course - one thing that is certain is 
that lots of managerial jobs will go across the 
whole of Kent and Medway. 

“Four jobs in 10 in PCTs amongst the com¬ 
missioning staff will go. People are under¬ 
standably nervous about that. 

“Secondly, I think people can see the size 


and scale of the financial challenge. The NHS 
is in a better position than most other depart¬ 
ments not to have big cuts. 

“I think the coalition Government is aware 
the costs, even if we did nothing, are set to 
rise as a consequence of the ageing popula¬ 
tion, the increasing cost of drugs and wider 
use of drugs in different ways.” 

He said the NHS would have to do 120 per 
cent of the work with 100 per cent of the 
money leaving a 20 per cent spending gap to 
be filled. 

“We will be looking to reduce, across the 
three PCTs in Kent and Medway, manage¬ 
ment spend by around £5 million this 
year with a much higher figure next year 
and yet higher the year after that - just over 


40 per cent of the total,” Mr Phoenix said. 

However, he remained positive and believed 
the NHS was in a good position to face the 
challenges. 

‘We have been very proud of the improve¬ 
ments over the last 20 years,” he added. 

“Waiting times for the vast majority of peo¬ 
ple have been reduced and the typical wait¬ 
ing time for hospital treatment is eight to 
10 weeks. 

“I can remember a time when that typical 
wait would have been months and months. 

“The intention of those in the NHS and 
the intention of political leaders is not to go 
backwards, but find ways to maintain 
improvements while extending and build¬ 
ing on them.” 


Patients asked how to 
spend their NHS cash

PREGNANT women and the eld¬ 
erly will be among those given 
NHS cash to spend on their own 
healthcare. 

NHS Eastern and Coastal Kent is one of 
eight primary care trusts in England chosen 
to pilot the ‘personal health budget’ scheme, 
which will see patients using a preloaded 
card to pay for the services they need. 

Those signed up to the initiative will be 
handed budgeted care plans allowing them to 
buy treatments such as physiotherapy, or 
health aids such as specialised beds. 

Control 

The pilot will run for three years and 
involve 75 patients from across Thanet, 
including the terminally ill, people with 
learning disabilities and mental health prob¬ 
lems, and carers. 

NHS Eastern and Coastal Kent acting chief 
executive David Meikle said: “Personal 
health budgets will help people feel in control 
of their care and able to make decisions about 
their treatment. 

“This study and the support we are receiv¬ 
ing from Kent County Council will enable us 
to explore new and innovative ways of giving 
greater patient choice, more personalised 
healthcare and improved health and well¬ 
being, all based on principles contained in the 
NHS constitution.” 

About 70 primary care trusts - including 


Merseyside, Oxford, Somerset and West 
Sussex. 

Mr Burstow said: “There is strong evidence 
from the social care sector that direct pay¬ 
ments help achieve better outcomes and give 
people more choice and control over the care 
they receive. 

“They will not work for everyone or for all 
patient groups or services, but we want to 
identify whether, for whom, and how they 
could offer an opportunity to help achieve the 
best health and well-being outcomes. 

“That is why we are developing this pilot 
programme. It will stop healthcare from slip¬ 
ping back to the days of one-dimensional, 
like-it-or-lump-it services.” 


FAMILY WAY: Mums-to-be will be among

NHS Medway - are already involved in the 
personal health budget trial. 

However, the pilot announced on Monday 
by new care services minister Paul Burstow 
is different because the cash goes directly to 
the patient instead of being held by the trusts 
or a third party. The other trusts signed up 
are in Doncaster, Central London, Islington, 


Evaluated 

The study is being evaluated nationally by 
three research teams, including one from the 
University of Kent’s personal social services 
research unit. 

Patients who sign up to the pilot will access 
services using the Kent Card, which social 
care recipients use to spend the money given 
to them by KCC. 

The card is partially blocked to prevent 
cash withdrawals, and can only be used for 
certain types of care. 

KCC adult social services director Oliver 
Mills said: “More than 900 people now use the 
Kent Card to buy their own care and support. 

“Extending this unique innovation to 
healthcare will create a great opportunity to 
personalise healthcare.”

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Life for a killer who 
hid body in suitcase 


Boyfriend dumped nursed remains in pond

A KILLER who left his girlfriend’s 
body to rot inside a suitcase has 
been jailed for life. 

Clinton Bailey, 36, from Lewisham, south¬ 
east London, murdered 37-year-old Leah 
Questin before stuffing her remains in a case 
and dumping it in a dried-up pond in Cliffe, 
near Rochester. 

The couple met online and had only been 
together for four weeks when the unexplained 
killing took place in September, last year, 
after which Bailey cleared out Miss Questin’s 
bank account. 

He was found guilty on Thursday of murder 
after a two-week trial at the Old Bailey. 

Det Chief Insp Jacqueline Sebire, of the 
Metropolitan Police, said: “Leah died at the 
hands of Bailey who, during their short rela¬ 
tionship, deceived her and took advantage of 
her generosity. Following her death, Bailey 
emptied Leah’s bank account of the money 
she had worked incredibly hard to save. 

“He has throughout the investigation lied 
and denied ever murdering Leah, showing no 
remorse for his actions. Despite this, we have 
proved otherwise.” 

The court heard how Miss Questin was a 
care nurse who had come to the UK from the 
Philippines in 2008, specifically to fund her 
education in health care. 


She met Bailey after responding to an 
online dating advert and the two quickly 
formed a relationship, but just four weeks 
later she was reported missing by a friend. 

On September 24, a member of the public 
called Kent Police after discovering a suitcase 
abandoned in a dried-up pond by farmland off 
Buckland Road, Cliffe. 

Miss Questin’s badly decomposed body was 
found inside, sparking a murder investigation. 

It emerged during the hunt for clues that 
Bailey had kept Miss Questin’s mobile phone 
after her death and had continued to send text 
messages to her friends and even himself. He 
had also kept and used her Oyster travel card. 


Officers made a breakthrough when 
descriptions of a man who purchased the suit¬ 
case and padlock from the Elephant and 
Castle shopping centre matched Bailey’s 
appearance. DCI Sebire said: “There is no 
excuse or explanation for Bailey’s actions. 

“I would like to send my respects and 
thanks to Leah’s friends and family for the 
support and courage they have shown 
throughout the trial and investigation.” 

Bailey was sentenced to life imprisonment 
with a minimum of 30 years for murder and 
five years for the unlawful disposal of Miss 
Questin’s body. 

He will serve the sentences concurrently. 


Teacher denies 
abuse charges 

A TEACHER has been arrested and 
charged with four counts of indecent assault 
on a 12-year-old boy. Peter Stewart, 37, of 
Hadrian Road, Andover, works in Wiltshire. 

The offences are alleged to have taken 
place between October, 1994, and August, 
1995, in the Canterbury area. 

Stewart denied the allegations at 
Canterbury Magistrates Court on Thursday. 

He was bailed until August 26 when he 
will be committed to Canterbury Crown 
Court for trial. 

A RARE moth has been found breeding 
at Kingsdown, near Deal. 

Scientists found a population of 
Sussex emerald caterpillars, which were previ¬ 
ously only known to live in Dungeness. 

Apart from in Kent, adults have been seen in 
Dorset, Hampshire, the Isle of Wight, East 
Sussex and Essex, but it is believed these 
moths originated from the Continent. 

The protected species is described as being 
“fussy” in choosing its habitat.

THIS week the county has been blasted by 
the Sun, lashed by a near monsoon, and even 
a tornado made an appearance. 

KOS Media reader Norman Baldwin sent 
in this shot of a twister that appeared near 
his home. 

He said: “For about 10 minutes I observed 
a tornado at around 11.30am from my home 
in Wingham, near Canterbury. 

“It was in a south-east direction at an ele¬ 
vation of about 15 to 20 degrees. It didn't 
appear to be touching down. Through 
binoculars I could see the tail rotating anti¬ 
clockwise. 

“The photo is the best I could take before it 
annihilated itself. Unfortunately, I couldn’t 
focus on a close-up shot.” 


The UK-based Tornado and Storm 
Research Organisation said it was not 
uncommon for tornados to appear in the UK. 

A spokesman said: “Based on a 30-year 
average, about 33 tornadoes occur each year 
in the UK. One of Britain’s two most severe 
tornadoes destroyed the church of St Mary le 
Bow and 600 homes in London on October 
23,1091. 

“Four of the church’s 26ft long rafters were 
reportedly driven so hard into the ground 
that only four feet of them was visible. 

“And on September 12, 1810, a tornado 
travelled from Old Portsmouth to Southsea 
Common. An eyewitness spoke of the lead 
roof of a bank being ‘rolled up like a piece of 
canvas and blown away’.”

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Seen and herd after Justa’s change of heart 


A NEWBORN elephant at Howletts wild animal park, near 
Canterbury, was lucky to survive after its mother started to 
turn on it. 

Justa was becoming aggresive towards her first-born, 
leading to fears the calf would not survive. 

Human intervention is rarely successful because the calf 
needs antibodies from its mother’s milk to fight infections. 
And it is even rarer for elephants to take back their young 
after being removed by humans. 

But the keepers never gave up hope and after six weeks 
of coaxing not only has Justa accepted her calf - but so 
has the rest of the 15-strong herd. 

Keepers say Justa is normally docile, which meant staff 
could hand-feed the calf without separating mum and 
daughter. The as yet unnamed calf was given a special 
milk formula by the team, who worked a rota that includ¬ 
ed 15-hour night shifts. 

Over the first week, Justa gradually began to tolerate her 
calf, then responded to her and showed signs of maternal 
behaviour. Two weeks later the calf was beginning to feed 
from her mother. 

Now at six weeks the baby is enjoying life with the rest 
of the Howletts herd and delighted keepers at the 
Bekesbourne park have announced her arrival to the 
world. The news comes as the park reflects on the 10th 
anniversary of the death of its founder, John Aspinall.

Larry tells secret 
of his happiness 


FIND out how you can be as happy as Larry with the new fund-raising 
book by a Medway author. 


After years of entertaining family and friends 
with witty anecdotes from his life and career, 
Larry Brooks decided to write down all his 
best stories in aid of a good cause. 

With his self-published life story, Happy As 
Larry, he hopes to help other people become 
content and will donate the profits to the 
Demelza House children’s hospice at Bobbing, 
near Sittingboume. 

“Friends say I’m a good storyteller, whether 
it’s tales from childhood, school or university,” 
Brooks, 63, said. 

“Our honeymoon was rather funny and lots 
of things happened at work and more recent¬ 
ly I try to entertain people with true life sto¬ 
ries and they say, ‘That’s funny you should 
write it down’. 

“I also wanted to put a marker down for my 
grandchildren; I wanted to say, ‘This is what 
I’m about and what we’re about’.” 

As well as exploring his own life and experi¬ 
ences, the retired IT worker from Rainham 
also charts the social and cultural events 
which have unfolded throughout his lifetime. 

“It’s a love story as I’ve been married to 
Ruth for 42 years, but it’s also very much a 
social history” he said. 

“I was in computing for more than 40 years 
and I’ve seen a lot of things from the begin¬ 
ning. There are chapters with music, sport, 
famous people I’ve met and the best advice 
I’ve ever had, mostly from my father. 

“There are chapters on all sorts of things 
and what has gone on around me.” 

Although Brooks and his family have faced 
challenges like anyone else - such as family 
bereavements and the loss of someone close to 


them in the July 7 London bomb¬ 
ings - Brooks describes him¬ 
self as “99 per cent happy” 
and hopes his book 
might help other peo¬ 
ple to discover the 
secret of happiness. 

“That’s what you ask 
everybody and it’s what 
everyone wants, for them¬ 
selves and their children,” 
he said. “I think it’s about 
looking for a way forward. 

“However bad things might 
be, it’s about thinking ‘This 
has happened, but what 
should I do now?’ 

“It’s also about meeting the 
right person, loving your job 
and being constructive.” 

Brooks already donates to 
Demelza but decided to do more 
to help by giving the profits from 
his book to the children’s charity. 

“It’s a very sad business that children 
there have terminal illnesses. My first 
memory is from when I was four and going 
into hospital with my tonsils. 

“The boy in the bed next to me was yellow 
and bald and I could tell there was something 
seriously wrong with him. In later years, I 
learned about cancer. Demelza’s a good cause 
and, being local, I can see the good it’s doing.”

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Big boys’ toys 

Hombv o pens museum to show 
off its unique models collection

MANY boys had a Homby trainset 
when they were little, and some 
adults still have one hidden away 
in the loft. 

But how did the company start, and just 
how many ancient models do you remember? 

Now finding the answers are easy because 
this weekend sees the company opening its 
own museum, and it is packed full of sets, 
and running stock. 

Being able to wander through a massive 
Aladdin’s Cave of old models is a dream come 
true for any enthusiast. 

Visitors can take a trip through time and see 
how Homby developed its range of not only 
trains, but also Airfix, Corgi, and Scalextric, 
dating back to the Roaring Twenties. 

The visitor centre is at its base in 
Westwood, Margate, and opens for the first 
time on Saturday, July 3. 

The company said it is expecting visitors 
from all over the world to eventually make 
their way through the hallowed doors, and 
help boost the tourism in the area. 

Homby operations director Nick Cole said 
the earliest clockwork metal shells are there, 
right up to the powerful and sophisticated 
modem electronic models. 

There are trains, cars and aeroplanes. 

He said parents will be able to see those 
models long forgotten over the decades. 

Mr Cole said: “The oldest is a clockwork ‘O- 
gauge’ Homby train made in Liverpool in 
1921. 

“It’s a bit battered because it was played 
with a lot.” 

That one came from the family that once

owned the famous company Tri-ang, which 
eventually became part of the Homby empire. 

Other classic models have been loaned by 
collectors. 

Homby said the exhibits will be changed 
often so there should be something new to 
see for regular visitors, and it will also have 
toys made from Meccano. 

It also includes the archives of the model 
car and plane manufacturers it has bought 
over the decades, including the very first 
Airfix model - a Ferguson tractor. 

And, as if that’s not enough, it will use the 
facility to show off new prototype lines, some 
of which are not even in full production yet. 

The number of visitors is limited during 
msh times, to ensure everyone can take 
everything in. 

The exhibition opens this weekend and will 
also be available on Fridays from next week. 

Mr Cole said: “We are trying to promote 
Thanet as a visitor destination, to encourage 
people to maybe stay overnight and visit 
other places of interest, such as the Turner 
Centre, Quex Park, and the Spitfire and 
Hurricane Memorial Museum at Manston.”

Gypsy leader attacks councils 
in planning permission battle

TOWN hall leaders’ calls for a gov¬ 
ernment clampdown on unlawful 
developments has been greeted 
with anger by a gypsy leader. 

Last week a letter signed by all 13 of Kent’s 
district and borough heads - including Kent 
County Council leader Cllr Paul Carter - was 
sent to the Government, calling for tougher 
penalties for people who build without plan¬ 
ning permission. 

The document also makes a particular point 
about caravans and mobile homes, stating 
that current policy “weighs against what is 
acceptable and explainable” to the public. 

However, Joe Jones - director of the 
Canterbury Gypsy Support Group and vice 
chairman of the international Gypsy Council - 
says local authorities are to blame for not pro¬ 
viding adequate land to settle on. 

“At the end of the day we need provision,” 
he said. “And if we’re not going to get it from 
them then we’re going to get it ourselves. 

“All we want is somewhere we can call 


home. Okay, we can’t stop everywhere, but 
asking for more laws is ridiculous. 

“There’s no point dogmatising and vilifying 
us for their failures. 

“It’s getting to the point where it’s time for us 
to protest against the councils because we can’t 
keep taking this on the chin. 

“We’re sick of being pushed from pillar to post. 
We’re not animals, we’re human beings.” 

Later this year the Government will publish 
its first national planning framework, which 
KCC leaders hope will tackle the issue of 
developments being built without planning 
permission. 

They are calling for the Con-Lib coalition to 
introduce a new offence that would result in 
deliberate offenders being forced to take 
down unlawful buildings or fined according 
to the seriousness of the case. 

Tonbridge and Mailing leader Cllr Mark 
Worrall said: ‘"Unlawful development can 
scar the countiyside and is the bane of many 
villagers’ lives. 

“This simple piece of legislation would 
send a clear message that there is ‘zero toler¬ 
ance’ for buildings put up without permis¬ 
sion, and would give councils clearer and less 
encumbered powers to enforce the wishes of 
local people. 



SO THIS is what happened to the Stig’s 
reasonably-priced car - it was crushed 
under a pair of Kent chimneys that were 
demolished. 

The Chevrolet Lacetti has been seen on 
cult TV show Top Gear being thrashed 
around the airfield track used during the 
filming of the programme. 

Former Thanet South Labour MP Steve 
Ladyman even did it once. 

But along with a change in the Kent 
skyline following the demolition of the 
chimneys in Gravesend, comes the reve- 
latation that the Top Gear crew left the 
Lacetti right in the line of fire, and it’s 
clear the chimney won. 

It was the largest demolition job in 
Europe when 200 years of industrial histo¬ 
ry came crashing down in March. 

Lafarge’s two 550ft chimneys were 
demolished by carefully set explosives. 

The TV show’s Richard Hammond was on 
hand to see the demise of the car and film 
its final drive into oblivion. 

Even the programme’s iconic ‘indestructi¬ 
ble’ red Toyota pick-up couldn’t have sur¬ 
vived this devastation. 

The Lacetti was secretly filmed and parked 
at the base of one of the huge chimneys and 
there it stayed as it came crashing down, 
crushing the car completely. 

It can just be seen at the base of the left 
tower, but it seems no-one was getting too 
close at the time. 

The staggering 15-second demolition also 



marked the conclusion of a fund-raising 
drive to support two charities. 

A charity text competition, which raised 
more than £3,500 was used to select the 
person who pressed the button to demolish 
the chimneys, with the money raised being 
shared by Kent Air Ambulance Trust and 
Ellenor Lions Hospices. 

Nigel Rees, Lafarge Cement’s demolition 
manager, said: “Not only were we able to 
accommodate a television programme that 
is watched by millions at a Lafarge site, we 
were also able to involve a substantial num¬ 
ber of the community in seeing the live dem¬ 
olition, and raise money for charity to boot. 

“In addition and of crucial importance, 
the demolition was completed in a safe and 
efficient way.” 


“Such a move would be particularly helpful in 
dealing with unauthorised caravans and mobile 
homes.” 

The letter signed by the council leaders 
was addressed to Tunbridge Wells MP Greg 
Clark, who is also the new minister for plan¬ 
ning policy at Communities and Local 
Government. 

Mr Clark said: “The public want to see fair 
play - everyone being treated equally and 
even-handedly in the planning process. 


“The new Government will tackle the real 
concerns about the current rules and guidance 
for planning decisions in relation to travellers’ 
sites. 

‘We are working on proposals to strengthen 
the powers councils have to enforce against 
breaches of planning control and to tackle the 
abuse of retrospective planning permission.”

TO MILK OR NOT TO MILK: The

NORMALLY the only culture you get with 
cows is the stuff used to help produce yoghurt. 

But the herd at Pleasant Farm, Chart 
Sutton, have been grazing to the sound of 
Shakespeare. 

During the past few weeks, the cows 
have been treated to their own private 
performances of the Merry Wives of 
Windsor, acted out by players from 
Changeling Theatre company. 

The idea is the brainwave of boffins from the 
University of Leicester, who found calming 
music boosts the milk yield. 

Other farmers have tried playing classical 
music to chickens in a bid to boost egg-laying, 
but this is the first time Shakespeare has been 
tried out in a similar vein. 

Changeling’s artistic director Rob Forknall 
said: “We selected scenes from the play we felt 
to be lyrical and relaxing. 

“It started off as a rather bizarre experiment 
after I was talking to a farmer about whether 
Shakespeare would have the same effect on 
cows as classical music. We were all slightly 
surprised when it did. 

“Since then we’ve done several rehearsals 
with the cows; it saves us having to book 


rehearsal space and the farmer’s very pleased 
to get more milk.” 

Farmworker Liam Batt was amazed at the 


results because milk yield has been boosted by 
four per cent. 

He said: “Anything that calms the animals 


and reduces their stress is good, and 
Shakespeare ticks the right boxes. 

“Perhaps there’s something about the lan¬ 
guage of Shakespeare. We don’t know but it 
seems to work.” 

Dr Adrian North and Liam MacKenzie from 
the Music Research Group at the University of 
Leicester school of psychology exposed cattle 
to fast, slow and no music at all over a nine- 
week period in 2001. 

Slow music 

The trials, at LCAH Dairies in Lincolnshire 
and Bishop Burton Agricultural College in 
Humberside, involved playing music to the 
cows for 12 hours a day, from 5am-5pm. 

Dr North said: “We found that cows 
respond to a pleasant auditory environment 
by producing more milk. It seems slow music 
had the effect of alleviating stress and relax¬ 
ing the animals, which resulted in greater 
milk yields.” 

The Changeling Theatre Company is per¬ 
forming at a range of locations across Kent 
and East Sussex in July and early August. 
This year’s locations include Rochester Castle, 
and The Friars, Aylesford.

ROGUE traders intent on ripping 
off the elderly and vulnerable with 
sky-high costs for doing little or no 
work have been targeted by police. 

A multi-agency initiative took place on 
Wednesday, as police and Trading Standards 
got tough on the rip-off merchants. 

Officials set up a series of roadside stop 
checks on vehicles and traders across the coun¬ 
ty as part of National Rogue Trader Week. 

The checks aimed to identify doorstep 
traders who carry out substandard work and 
then often use menacing behaviour to claw 
huge fees from frightened residents. 

Supt Neil Jerome of the Partnership and 
Crime Reduction Unit said: “Kent Police has 
recently secured the conviction of two men who 
preyed on the elderly and vulnerable members 
of our communities as they conned individuals 
out of a total of £l.lmillion [see right]. 

“They exploited their victims by building up 
trust which they then abused by demanding 
huge amounts of money for work that was 
either never carried out, or was substandard. 

“Doorstep traders often give an initial cheap 
price to secure the job, but the quality is poor 
and the final price much higher than quoted. 

“It is emotionally and financially devastat¬ 
ing to those residents who have put their trust 
in a trader who does not deliver. Many may be 
unable to afford to get the work put right. 

‘We are working with our partner agencies 
today to stop traders and check they were who 
they say they were using Automatic Number 
Plate Recognition. 

“Traders will be reminded of various pieces 
of legislation, including that it is an offence not 
to include their name and address on business 
paperwork, such as quotes and receipts.” 

The police and trading standards said there 
are vital steps to take to avoid becoming 
another victim. These include not dealing with 
doorstep callers, use only reputable traders 


Crackdown on conmen 
who prey on vulnerable 

fraud by false representation. 

In January, they were arrested 
in Cambridge following an 
investigation by Kent Police’s 
serious organised crime unit. 

Mead and Latty are awaiting 
sentence on Friday, July 9. 

Det Con Paul Walker of 
Tonbridge CID said: “Many of 
the victims have lost their entire 
life savings and have been 
denied financial security in their 
twilight years because of one 
man’s greed. All the victims 
were targeted due to their 
age and vulnerability in a most 
calculated and callous way.” 

Det Sgt Keith Roberts of 
the serious organised crime 
unit, added: “Crimes like this 
are particularly distressing 
because the victims are 
some of the most vulnerable 
in our communities.”

MOSES Mead and 
Christopher Latty are 
the sort of men Kent 
Police are looking for. 

They preyed on people across 
Kent, London, Hertfordshire 
and Cambridgeshire, collecting 
more than £1 million for doing 
sub-standard and unnecessary 
work on their homes. 

Mead, 25, from Springhead 
Road, Northfleet, and Latty, 38, 
of Victoria Street, Gillingham, 
took some people’s life savings. 

One victim, a man in his 60s 
from Bexleyheath, handed over 
£522,000, and an 82-year-old 
man from Medway paid 
£230,000, Maidstone Crown 
Court was told. 

The court heard that Mead 
was the ringleader and Latty 
a courier in their scams, 
collecting and delivering tens 


of thousands in cash moved 
in plastic carrier bags. 

Mead would often return to his 
victims three years later, ringing 
them and purporting to work 
for a firm dealing with other 
companies that had gone into 
liquidation. He told his victims 


he could pay back money they 
had been overcharged, but 
needed a ‘fee’ first. This often 
ran into thousands of pounds. 

Mead admitted 11 counts of 
conspiracy to commit fraud by 
false representation, while Latty 
confessed to two charges of 



who are members of Buy with Confidence, 
Medway Fairtraders Scheme, Trust a Trader, 
or the Gas Safe Register. 

Also check the person used is from the com¬ 
pany they say they are from, get quotes in 
writing, call more than three traders to get a 
feel for an average price for the job, and 
remember traders must give you written 


notice of your right to seven days cancellation 
when agreeing to do work at your home, 
including work gained from a cold call. 

Kent County Council’s Clive Bainbridge 
said: “The Buy with Confidence scheme has 
traders who are approved by Kent Trading 
Standards and it can help prevent people 
being ripped off by rogue traders.” 


Medway Council’s Cllr Mike O’ Brien added: 
“Residents should feel safe when they employ 
a contractor, but rogue traders cause unneces¬ 
sary distress through poor workmanship and 
bad practices.”

STUDENTS at Hadlow 
College are looking to the 
future with their entry for 
the RHS Hampton Court 
Palace Flower Show. 

Designed and constructed entirely 
by former and current students, 
Food 4 Thought is an innovative 
courtyard garden that takes food 
direct to the table. Visitors to the 
show, which runs from Tuesday 
until Sunday will get a glimpse of 
how the Garden of England might 
look in years to come. 

The display was designed by 
Hadlow College graduate Mandy 
Buckland, who now runs the award¬ 
winning garden and landscape 
design company, Greencube. 

“The brief was to include apples, 
but we took it a step further and 
looked at climate change,” she said. 
“What will we be growing in years 
to come?” 

Along with traditional Kentish 
crops, the contemporary garden 
includes produce associated with 
the Mediterranean climate, such as 
lemons and peaches. 

These plants are glimpsed 
through a large window, which Ms 
Buckland hopes will capture the 
idea of a climate in evolution. 

“There is water running down the 
walls,” she said. “It highlights the 
fact water is a commodity and it 
should be captured.” 

Lecturer and garden manager 
Brian Hawtin is also a Hadlow 
graduate and he explained more 
about the garden’s vision. 

“The window can be seen as a win¬ 
dow to the future,” he said. “The gar¬ 
den shows what we have grown in 
the past in Kent, what we grow at 
the moment and what we might be 
growing in the future.” 

One striking feature in the garden 
is a cantilevered table protruding 
from the wall, with ribbons of straw¬ 
berries flowing down into the table 
itself. 

“We are talking about field-to-fork 
meals,” Mr Hawtin said. “You could

be sitting here, eating your meal 
and when it comes to dessert, there 
are the strawberries.” 

All the plants have been grown at 
the college and the initial construc¬ 
tion has been carried out by Mr 
Hawtin, along with seven students in 
year two of the garden design course 
- Neil Brookson, James Craig, Adele 
Ford, Alick Nee, Susan Palmer, 
Susan Willmott and Claudia Vergari. 

Efficient 

To create the garden’s flooring, the 
students have cut quartz paddle- 
stones which fit into moveable trays, 
creating a portable structure which 
can be fitted together at Hampton 
Court Palace. The garden also fea¬ 
tures ‘food walls’ planted with chill¬ 
ies, peppers and herbs, which make 
efficient use of a small space. 

“All the students are doing a 


degree in garden design and this is 
the main construction,” Mr Hawtin 
said, speaking in May when the 
build was in full swing. 

“We are assembling all the bits 
and pieces to get as much as possi¬ 
ble built here before going to 
Hampton Court Palace.” 

Exhibitors are given two weeks to 
put the garden together at the show 
site, so the Hadlow College team 
will put the finishing touches to 
Food 4 Thought this weekend. 

But once the show is over, Food 4 
Thought will not be thrown on the 
compost heap. The garden will 
return to the college for students to 
work on in the future. 

“Next year’s project will be to 
redesign this garden,” Mr Hawtin 
said. “The students will run with 
this, but they will create a perma¬ 
nent garden on site.”

But pressure group Protect Kent said there 
is an urgent need to move to electric cars, and 
to develop regional ‘smart’ electricity grids 
that can cope with renewable energy genera¬ 
tion. They said pylons blight our countryside. 

The organisation added, that from Romney 
Marsh to the North Downs near Gravesend, 
ranks of pylons are an industrial scar on 
Kent’s treasured rural landscape. 

Protect Kent chairman, Richard Knox- 
Johnston told KOS Media: “People need to be 
aware of what is being proposed and that 
| there is a choice, given the choice most 
people would prefer underground cables. 

Wrecked 

“Kent has large Areas of Outstanding 
Natural Beauty and Green Belt that 
would be wrecked by more pylons.” 

National Grid claims the cost of bury¬ 
ing transmission lines is 10-20 times 
greater than an overhead line. 

However, Protect Kent said schemes to 
build new underground lines at the 
same high voltage in Europe have shown 
that not only does the investment cost 
significantly less, but that some of this 
outlay can be recouped through under¬ 
ground cables being more reliable. 

While the figures for underground 
sound a lot, the electricity transmission 
system only makes up three per cent of 
customers’ power bills, said Protect Kent. 

And the RSPB in Kent is also con¬ 
cerned. It said: “The most likely conser¬ 
vation issue for birds is impact if they 


are placed in a busy route for them, such 
as migratory or winter feeding ground. 

“The construction of pylons would be 
subject to the usual planning process 
and any nature conservation impacts 
would be considered as part of that. 

“If there was seen to be any impact on 
internationally important populations of 
birds they would be subject to the same 
tests as any other development.” 

National Grid said this is the biggest 
expansion of electrical infrastructure in 
half a century and is needed to meet a 
surge in demand and to link up with 
new wind farms and nuclear stations. 

Kent is included in plans to build more 
of the 164ft pylons which will be going 
before the Infrastructure Planning 
Commission set up by the government 
to oversee major developments. 

Nick Winser, National Grid’s director 
of transmission operations, said: “Britain 
has 78 gigawatts of generating capacity, 
but by 2050 that will have to rise to 
around 115 gigawatts. Much of it will be 
coming from sources of low-carbon ener¬ 
gy in remote areas where we have no 
connections yet. We need new cables 
simply to connect them all to the grid.” 

He said pylons would cost about £1.6m 
a mile, but trenches and tunnels would 
cost at least £20m, which would be 
added to customers’ bills.

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Tragic pilot’s possessions reveal the human cost of the Battle of Britain 


Wartime display is personal

A TORN jacket belonging to a 
heroic fighter pilot shot down over 
Dover is one of the many artefacts 
on display at a new exhibition. 

Pilot Officer Frederick Harrold was just 23 
when the Hawker Hurricane he was flying 


crashed during the Battle of Britain, on 
September 28,1940. 

But his family carefully preserved numer¬ 
ous belongings found at the site of the 
tragedy, which now form part of the Explore 
History 1940 exhibition at the Imperial War 
Museum in London. 

In addition to the jacket, the collection 
includes P/O Harrold’s pilot wings, a cigarette 
case, an identity tag and even a bent house key. 

Next to his display is an accordion belonging 
to Sapper Alexander King, which was played

Head of exhibits 
Fergus Read said: “Of 
the many objects and 
stories in the display, 
few can be as poignant 
as those of P/O 
Harrold. 

“His was a short war 
- he died on his third 
sortie, engaged by 
German Messer- 
schmitt 109 fighters 
over the Kent coast 
at Deal, to crash near 
Alkham, inland from 
Dover. 

“Harrold’s parents 
collected his body 
from the RAF for 
burial and carefully 
preserved a remark¬ 
able collection that 60 years later was 
bequeathed to the museum by his sister.” 

The Explore History 1940 exhibition 
was launched to coincide with the open¬ 
ing of the museum’s Explore History 
Centre, which allows visitors to access a 
vast collection of photos, films, books, arti¬ 
cles and more for free. 

Larger artefacts on display include a 
Spitfire plane - dubbed the Lero’ of the 
Battle of Britain - and one of the so-called 
‘little ships’ used in the Operation Dynamo 
rescue mission at Dunkirk. 

Museum director-general Di Lees said:

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Adults self 
harm too, 
says expert 

SELF-harm is as big a problem 
for adults as it is children, claims 
a former patient who has since 
set up his own charity, writes 
Steve Knight. 

Last month KOS Media revealed how the 
number of under 18-year-olds admitted to 
hospital for self-inflicted injuries had risen 
by almost 80 per cent over the last five years. 

But former Met Police officer Stephen 
Wilson, 41 - who started to cut himself 
after losing both his job and his marriage - 
said health chiefs would be mistaken to 
think self-harm is merely a fad that 
teenagers will grow out of. 

The Gravesend resident has set up his 
own charity, The Silent Cry, to provide extra 
support and education for sufferers, their 
relatives and partners. 

“When I was self-harming there was 
nothing in place to help me,” said Mr 
Wilson. 

“I found it quite difficult to come to terms 
with what I was doing to myself, and it did¬ 
n’t help that I was placed on a huge waiting 
list to see somebody about it. 

“I decided to set up Silent Cry because I 
didn’t want other people to go through what 
I did. Everyone highlights what a problem 
self-harming is among children, especially 
what they call ‘emos’. But that’s just the 
start because anyone can self-harm.” 

Stress 

Mr Wilson was previously a member of 
the Met Police’s armed response unit, but 
his career fell apart when he was attacked 
by a member of the public. He suffered post- 
traumatic stress, which he says led to him 
losing his job and his wife. 

“Self-harming acted as a relief for me,” 
said Mr Wilson. “I remember having an 
argument with my ex-wife that ended with 
me cutting my hand with some broken 
glass, and all the stress went away. 

“I carried on doing it for several years 
until I was gradually able to wean myself 
off it. Self-harming is highly addictive. 

“There’s no physical pain. When things 
are really bad emotionally, you can become 
numb physically.” 

Silent Cry became a registered charity 
last November, with former Coronation 
Street star Denise Welch in line to become 
its celebrity patron. 

The organisation plans to tour schools, 
and build up a database of therapists who 
specialise in self-harming. 

Mr Wilson said: “The NHS takes so long to 
refer people, we want to be the inbetweeners. 

“The charity is called Silent Cry because 
that’s what self-harming is. The majority of 
people don’t want to commit suicide, they 
just use it as a coping mechanism.”

Bungalow crash

A RUBBISH collector has died after the 
waste lorry he was driving crashed into a 
bungalow in Seasalter. 

The lorry he was driving hit a parked car, 
pushing it into the bungalow. 

It is believed the 62-year-old driver from 
Heme Bay may have fallen ill before the 
crash on Monday. 

The owner of the bungalow was not injured, 
but a building inspector advised that nei¬ 
ther of the vehicles were moved as there 
were concerns about stmctural damage. 

Police were called at 7.50am and the air 
ambulance also attended, but the man died 
before he could be taken to hospital. 


THIEVES have stolen flow¬ 
ers from a woman’s grave. 
Various flowers and 
plants worth £20 were taken 
from the grave at St Laurence 
Church, School Lane, Bapchild, 
over the weekend. 

PC Chris Hamper of Sitting- 
bourne Police Station, said the theft 


had been distressing for the 
woman’s 61-year-old husband. 

“It is not the first time plants have 
been taken from his wife’s grave¬ 
side - some polyanthus were dug 
up in April. 

“I think the thefts are happening 
at night and the flowers are proba¬ 
bly being sold at boot fairs.” 


A COMMEMORATION for 
the 58 Chinese people who 
died in a lorry 10 years ago 
has taken place on Dover seafront. 

The event marked not just the vic¬ 
tims and their families but also those 
from the emergency services, the 
police and the immigration service 
who had to deal with the tragedy. 


Organiser Ben Bano said: “This 
was also an opportunity to remem¬ 
ber all the victims of human-traf¬ 
fickers who continue to exploit vul¬ 
nerable people worldwide.” 

The tragedy took place on June 
18, 2000, when the victims suffo¬ 
cated in a lorry on its way by ferry to 
Dover.

out why a country that has the best professional league 
in the world woefully underperforms at World Cups.

IN THE two months since the 
Gurkhas arrived in rural south¬ 
ern Helmand they have been 
building solid relationships with 
the local people. 

Cups of tea with the villagers, regular 
‘shuras’ (local meetings) and time spent in 
communities to improve security is starting to 
pay off. Working alongside soldiers of the 
Afghan National Army and 
the Afghan National Police, 
the Gurkhas are beginning 
to reap the benefits of under¬ 
standing their locality 
through the forging of strong 
bonds with the population of 
the Nahr-e Saraj area. 

Under the command of 
Lieutenant Colonel Gerald 
Strickland MBE, the 
Gurkhas have been in 
Helmand since April and 
will remain until October on 
their mission to improve 
security across the area. 

The Gurkhas’ cultural 
intuition and light-infantry 
skills mean they are ideally 
trained for this environ¬ 
ment. They are tasked with 
protecting the population - 
providing security and stability to permit 
Afghan government-led reconstruction and 
development to take place, while also support¬ 
ing local governance. 


As the Gurkhas patrol through villages and 
pass the farmers tending their fields, they are 
often approached by the inquisitive children, 
smiling and asking for chocolate and pens. 

The Gurkhas’ presence within the villages 
ensures insurgents are increasingly dissuad¬ 
ed from their attempts to dominate the area 
through their intimidation towards the local 
people. Many of the Gurkha soldiers 
impressed their instructors with their swift 
ability to learn basic Pashto (the local lan¬ 
guage) but they also occa¬ 
sionally find themselves con¬ 
versing in Urdu or Hindi 
with the locals - language 
shared owing to a mutual 
appreciation of the Indian 
export of Bollywood films. 

Pashto interpreters also 
accompany the Gurkhas on 
their patrols with the 
Afghan forces to ensure com¬ 
munication isn’t a problem. 

1 RGR previously 
deployed to Afghanistan on 
Operation Herrick 7 in the 
winter of 2007. Many of the 
soldiers deployed with the 
battalion have a wealth of 
experience operating in the 
country. Rifleman Santosh 
Shrestha, a junior soldier 
with B Company, said: “Every day we patrol 
down to the local village and surrounding 
areas to understand and chat with the locals 
and respect their culture. 

‘We are giving the best effort and helping

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diplomatic strategy during their latest six-month tour of duty in Afghanistan 


the people in different ways, conducting shuras, 
medical services, development of the village 
and road construction.” 

One of the Gurkhas’ largest projects so far has 
been the second phase of a road being built 
between the towns of Gereshk and Lashkar Gah. 

With a locally employed workforce construct¬ 
ing the road, supported by Royal Engineers and 
Gurkha soldiers protecting the build, the road 
will ultimately hugely improve communica¬ 
tions in this agricultural area - increasing 
trade and improving local livelihoods. 

The patrol commanders frequently find them¬ 
selves enjoying cups of ‘chai’ (green tea) and 
sharing nan bread brought out by the locals 
keen to discuss the security situation. 

In contrast, they may find themselves - that 
same afternoon - subject to small-arms fire 
attacks by insurgents set on trying to disrupt 
progress. 

There are certainly pockets of insurgents 
throughout the area, which can make

patrolling unpredictable, but the Gurkhas con¬ 
tinue to go about their business with smiles on 
their faces, ready for any challenge. 

The more the Gurkhas can learn from their 
positive interface with villagers, the more they 


can ensure their operations are planned to take 
account of local information and insider knowl¬ 
edge about the insurgency. It also ensures the 
protection of the population is the top planning 
consideration. 

During their tour, the Gurkhas aim to devel¬ 
op this knowledge of the people and insurgent 
groups in the locality as much as possible. 

Ultimately, the Gurkhas want to start seeing 
a divide between the population and the insur¬ 
gents who abuse local hospitality to stage their 
attacks. The more prominent the division, the 
simpler it will be to target the hardline insur¬ 
gents who are unlikely to ever reconsider their 
actions and allegiances. 

Major Shaun Chandler, a British Gurkha offi¬ 
cer developing this idea, said: “We cannot hide 
from the fact we are working in a complex envi¬ 
ronment with many different actors each with 
their own agenda - including us. 

‘We must embrace complexity and aim to seek 
a consensus in favour of the Afghan government.”

Is Kent shaping up for later life? 

THE future needs of the elderly were discussed at a conference organ¬ 
ised by Kent County Council. 

Entitled Shaping Later Life in Kent, the gathering was open to 
professionals from the public, private and voluntary sector as well as 
representatives of older people from across the county. 

It gave them the opportunity to provide feedback on what the council 
was doing well and how it could improve services for the elderly. 

Guest speaker at last week’s conference - held at the Bridgewood Manor 
hotel in Walderslade, near Chatham - was Jane Carrier, national policy lead 
on older people and adult services for the Audit Commission.

SOCIAL care services will 
continue to be cut unless 
the Government protects 
the funding given to local 
authorities, an expert has 
warned. 

Last month Kent County Council 
announced plans to close three resi¬ 
dential care homes for the elderly 
while selling off several more to the 
private sector, saving County Hall 
some £2 million per year. 

Professor Julien Forder - principal 
research fellow at the University of 
Kent’s Personal Social Services 
Research Unit (PSSRU) - told KOS 
Media such cuts were to be expected 
due to social care being funded dif¬ 
ferently to institutions like the NHS. 

He said: “The coalition Government 
made a commitment to protect the 
NHS spend, but social care doesn’t 
fall under that. 

“Instead the Government gives 
local councils an annual sum, and 
from that it’s up to the councils as to 
what they want to spend it on. 

“There were no explicit promises 
in the emergency Budget to protect 
the funding that goes to councils 


for social care, and it looks like there 
will be quite significant cuts in the 
future. 

“Things are going to be constrained 
for social care in the coming years 
unless the Government changes its 
current funding arrangements.” 

Along with the London School of 
Economics, the PSSRU was commis¬ 
sioned by Age UK to look at how 
spending cuts could affect social 
care in the future. 

They projected the budget could be 
trimmed by £900m over the next 
two years, which coupled with the 
rising demand from the ageing pop¬ 
ulation could increase the number of 
people being excluded from care. 

Prof Forder said: “There are cur¬ 
rently about one million over-65s 
who are receiving some form of sup¬ 


port, but what we found was that by 
2012-13 that figure will probably go 
down by half. 

“But it’s important to bear in mind 
that the people who won’t benefit in 
the future will be those who are cur¬ 
rently at the lower level in terms of 
how much social care support they 
require. 

“It’s unlikely those who depend on it 
the most will be the ones who miss out.” 

Age UK charity director Michelle 
Mitchell said Chancellor George 
Osborne should “put his money where 
his mouth is” when it comes to protect¬ 
ing the most vulnerable in society. 

She added: “If ministers introduce 
cuts which deny support to half the 
older people assessed as needing care 
at home, lives will quite simply be 
put at risk.”

Town has most curry houses per person 


KENT town Bromley is the 
hotspot for having the most 
curry houses in Britain, and 
smart Tunbridge Wells comes in 
at seven, writes Chris Murphy. 

Researchers scoured all the major towns 
and found Bromley has a staggering rate of 
one Indian restaurant for every 853 people 
in the local population. 

Tunbridge Wells has one for every 3,323 
residents. 

Second in the list was Epsom, then 
Reading, Leicester, Cardiff, Doncaster, fol¬ 
lowed by Tunbridge Wells, St Albans, 
Loughborough, and finally Cambridge. 

The Indian beer company Cobra, carried 
out the survey. 

It was to mark the 200th anniversary of 
the first curry house in the UK. 

Taj Mahal 

It found the Kent town overshadowed 
other locations famed for their curry miles. 

In fact, Bromley out-spiced London’s 
Brick Lane, Manchester’s Curry Mile, and 
Birmingham’s Balti Mile, to be named the 
nation’s unlikely hot spot. 

The research also pinpointed the nation’s 
10 most common Indian restaurant names, 
crowning Taj Mahal as the king of the curry 
house’. 

There are an amazing 56 of the landmark 
inspired restaurants in the UK, followed by 
Taste of India, Maharaja, Akash and Spice 
Lounge hotting up the high streets. 

Some of the more fun names included 
Posh Spice and Urban Turban, and Ace of 
Spice in Gillingham. 

Brits fell in love with the curry when the 
Hindoostane Coffee House threw open the 
doors in 1810.

“THE engine noise changed dra¬ 
matically and started to labour 
really and I found myself strug¬ 
gling to keep the truck moving. 

“I prayed it wasn’t starting to freeze up. 

“I stuck my head out and could just make 
out a deep bank of snow ahead, so I prompt¬ 
ly stopped the rig. 

“With a lull in the cloud and the wind, I 
then spotted a steep drop down into the val¬ 
ley. I had been trying to drive over the edge. 
Thank God I stopped when I did!” 

Gordon Pearce’s recollection of his near¬ 
death experience on a Turkish mountain 
pass is just one of hundreds of fascinating 
stories about his time as a ‘long-haul pioneer’ 
with the Asian Transport company he found¬ 
ed in 1964. 

Despite having never driven a truck before 
that point, Mr Pearce found himself strug¬ 
gling through sand, snow, water and any 
number of other obstacles to deliver British 
goods to such far-away destinations as 
Afghanistan and Iran. 

And while its drivers are no longer expect¬ 
ed to take the same risks their predecessors 
did, the company - known today as Astran - 


is still alive and well at its two headquarters 
in Larkfield, near Maidstone, and Doha, in 
the Middle Eastern nation of Qatar. 

The firm has built up a cult following 
among lorry fanatics, one of whom - Milton 
Keynes HGV driver Ashley Coghill - was 
inspired to write a book about its history. 

“I’ve met quite a few long-haul lorry driv¬ 
ers who claim they’ve seen this or done that 


when you know they really haven’t,” he said. 

“But the original Astran men - who I call the 
long-haul pioneers - were true adventurers. 

“All they had in the early days was a com¬ 
pass, a map and a few tins of food, but they 
travelled incredible distances and were the 
only ones doing it back in the 60s.” 

These days Astran runs land, air and sea 
cargo services from Europe to 19 far-away

destinations including Iraq, 
Syria, Kazakhstan and Kuwait. 

One of the firm’s directors is 
Peter Carroll, the Lib Dem politi¬ 
cian best known for fronting the 
highly-successful Gurkha Justice 
Campaign with Joanna Lumley. 

He is also a Shepway councillor 
who came second to Maidstone 
Tory MP Helen Grant in the May 
General Election. 

Mr Coghill, 48, who works for 
Norfolk-based haulage firm 
David Watson Transport, says he 
has been a truck enthusiast for 
the last 35 years. 

“I drive one for a living, I build 
models of them and I take photos 
of them,” he said. “It’s my life. 
“When I used to see the Astran 
lorries drive past when I was younger, I used 
to wonder where all these strange countries 
were that had their names written on the 
side. Later when I was driving I would see 
them come back covered in dirt and sand, 
and I just thought they were amazing.”

FIVE INTO ONE WILL GO 


Medway has a rich heritage and a bright future, so city status in the Queen’s 
Diamond Jubilee year would be a jewel in the crown, says RODNEY CHAMBERS 


I T IS often said that to become a 
city you need a cathedral, a univer¬ 
sity a well-known sports team and 
a successful economy 

If it were that easy, I am certain that Medway 
would already be enjoying this honour. After all, 
it does have the historic Rochester Cathedral, 
four universities, Gillingham FC and a diverse 
economy 

Sadly, though, it’s not quite that simple, and city 
status is rarely bestowed, except by the Queen on 
special occasions. It is therefore fortunate 
that such an occasion is fast approaching. 

In 2012, the Queen will be celebrat¬ 
ing her Diamond Jubilee and granti¬ 
ng city status to a lucky winner. 

It is my hope Medway will be that 
winner, and this week we launched 
our summer campaign for city sta¬ 
tus, more details of which can be 
found at www.cityofmedway.org. 

We are encouraging people to 
show their support by drawing, 
painting or writing on our City of 
Medway bunting flags, which will be 
available at all our events this sum¬ 
mer, including the Castle Concerts, and 
on our website. 

In my mind there is no better contender for 
this coveted honour. Medway has demonstrated it 
has the vibrancy and passion of a city with its rich 
historic links and forward-looking attitude. 

In particular, there are three reasons why I 
believe Medway is deserving of this honour. City 
status would be a recognition of where we are and 
what we have achieved. 

And it would help highlight how much Medway 
has been transformed since the closure of the 
Naval dockyard in Chatham 26 years ago. 

Since the closure, St Mary’s Island and the 
Historic Dockyard are successful examples of 
regeneration, and more is to come along Strood 
waterfront, Rochester Riverside and in Chatham 
town centre. These projects are bringing jobs, 
improving infrastructure and transport links and 
creating homes. There are now 600 companies on 
Medway City Estate, employing 6,000 people. 

We have 10,000 students here, a great calendar 
of sporting and cultural events and are the largest 



conurbation in the South East. We are also gifted 
with a superb castle and cathedral in Rochester, 
and are proud of our historic ties with the Armed 
Forces. Chatham was at the forefront of British 
naval history for centuries and we have a long 
association with the Royal Engineers at 
Brompton. In short, Medway has a rich heritage 
and a great future. 

The second reason is that city status would give 
Medway a greater national and international pro¬ 
file - putting Medway on the map. 

Since becoming a city, Sunderland has attract¬ 
ed international companies, such as Nike, Nissan 
and Barclays. And Newport has seen 
Admiral, Yell and EADs move in. Others 
have enjoyed record levels of invest¬ 
ment, with Wolverhampton benefit¬ 
ing from £2 billion. Such benefits will 
not materialise overnight, but city 
status will enable Medway to com¬ 
pete on an equal footing. 

Finally, city status will further 
strengthen the bonds between our 
five towns and the rural areas that 
make up Medway. 

There is much that Rochester, 
Strood, Chatham, Gillingham and 
Rainham have in common, but city 
status will not mean they will lose their 
distinct identities. In fact, this is what 

makes our campaign unique - for it would be 
five towns that make a city. The City of Medway. 

This is only the start of our campaign and there 
is a long way to go. We will, in these austere times, 
ensure costs are kept to a minimum and, where 
possible, Medway Council will make use of exist¬ 
ing resources. 

But success will not depend on finances alone. 
Support from residents will be a key factor. I urge 
everyone who supports our bid to collect one of our 
bunting flags and paint, draw or write on it and 
send it back to us. In Medway, 2012 is going to be 
a year of celebration with the 200th anniversary 
of the birth of Charles Dickens; the bicentenary of 
the Royal Engineers in Gillingham; the Olympic 
and Paralympic Games; and our bid to achieve 
World Heritage Status for Chatham. 

Clearly, becoming the City of Medway would be 
a fitting accolade for such an eventful year.

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Will ‘cheque’ up be 
right move for NHS? 

MENTAL health patients, pregnant women 
and other hospital-goers will soon be able to 
decide exactly how the NHS cash allocated 
to them is spent. 

It will be interesting to see what the results 
of the Eastern and Coastal Kent Primary 
Care Trust pilot will be, as it is doubtful such 
power will be welcomed by all who require 
the attention of our doctors and nurses. 

There are no doubt many who would 
rather go to hospital and be told exactly 
where they need to go and who they need to 
see, and would panic at having to make 
such decisions themselves. 

After all, it is stressful enough being 
terminally ill or pregnant without having to 
worry about what therapy to receive or help¬ 
ful products to purchase. 

That being said, there are also people who 
are likely to welcome such a scheme. 

Some patients just don’t like being told 
what to do, and would gratefully receive a 
Kent Card that would enable them to spend 
their own NHS cash. 

Either way the ‘personal health budget’ 
is an intriguing concept and one that is 
certainly worth considering. 

But whether it proves suitable for all types 
of patients is another matter entirely. 

Games could lead to 
a golden generation 

THIS weekend marks the final stage of the 
Kent School Games which, at its launch 
last October, featured more than 30,000 
children battling it out for supremacy. 

For all the criticism Kent County Council 
leader Cllr Paul Carter receives from his 
political opponents, he must be applauded 
on this occasion for coming up with some¬ 
thing we can all be proud of. 

The ‘nanny state’ culture of recent years 
means many children do not understand 
what it means to be competitive, but thank¬ 
fully this is now a thing of the past. 

Here’s hoping the British Olympians of 
the future will look back fondly on the time 
they competed at the Kent School Games.

Failures mean 
a bleak future 

I was deeply saddened by the main 
issues of your story headlined 
Autistic children given “ineffectual 
treatment”.’ 

I certainly would use much 
stronger language than “grossly 
neglected”. I was disappointed to 
note that a spokeswoman, on behalf 
of NHS West Kent, NHS Eastern 
and Coastal Kent and Kent County 
Council, said: “We are doing more to 
meet the needs of disabled children, 
such as those with autism.” 

I trust she did not include the 
services of the specialist Child and 
Adolescent Mental Health Services 
(CAMHS) which is “commissioned 
to support children and young peo¬ 
ple who have a joint diagnosis of a 
mental health disorder and 
autism”. 

I do not know how CAMHS per¬ 
form once somebody has a diagno¬ 
sis, as our son has been on the wait¬ 
ing list for an appointment since 
last July and will not be seen before 
September (they didn’t say which 
year). 

I understand some units under¬ 
take two assessments a month, 
with a growing waiting list of over 
a year. CAMHS is encouraging the 
increase of mental illness with its 
failures. 

If this is the result of the NHS 
doing more, what was it like before? 
It’s not acceptable. 

I hope my son does not develop 
mental health issues, but as time 
goes by with no help or treatment, 
the chances are increasing. 

Without a formal diagnosis he 
cannot attend a specialist school 
and this leaves him subjected to 
bullying. Since December, he has 
been only part-time at school and is 
often sent home because staff can¬ 
not cope with his needs. The future 
looks very bleak. 

The number of times I hear the 
NHS and KCC are neglecting the 
young people they have been 
assigned to care for - surely some¬ 
thing must be wrong.

Coastal towns 
on the fringes 

Once again the Kent coast finds no 
friends in high places. Chancellor 
George Osborne has offered an 
excellent start-up incentive to small 
business with up to £50,000 
employers’ National Insurance con¬ 
tributions relief for the first 10 
employees - excluding London, the 
South East and East Anglia. 

This will be of no benefit to busi¬ 
nesses in Dover, Folkestone and 
Thanet, raising doubts among those 
who voted Tory and Lib Dem. Not 


that Labour was any better, divert¬ 
ing wealth to the north and 
Scotland. Our coast has been an 
unemployment black spot for years 
and the leisure boom never really 
took off here. And while there have 
been some improvements, tourism 
has struggled. Similarly, few service 
sector roles have been attracted 
here. The national view of the rich 
South East galls me. Living and 
working in Dover and Ramsgate is 
no joke. Now we receive an econom¬ 
ic kick in the face based on faulty 
job statistics from the Chancellor. 

It’s nonsense to suggest nine 
more jobs are created in Ramsgate 
or Folkestone for every one created 
in Hull or Liverpool. 

If only that were true. Political 
parties seem to regard this part of 
the world in the same economic 
light as Knightsbridge and Oxford. 

Will we see MPs Charlie Elphicke 
(Dover and Deal) and Laura 
Sandys (South Thanet) raise this as 
an issue? Will they be joined by 
Folkestone’s Damian Collins? 
Perhaps Roger Gale could join in as 
well, though his North Thanet con¬ 
stituency has such an increasing 
number of retired people perhaps 
he feels less need? 


What about the business forums 
- will you all start to lobby them? 

Perhaps our Tory MPs could get 
together with other MPs on the 
South coast - such as Hastings, 
Littlehampton and the Isle of 
Wight. But a word of warning to 
those just elected: politics is chang¬ 
ing, as the public made clear when 
ousting ‘spend wildly’ New Labour, 
without giving the ‘slash and cut’ 
Tories a clear mandate. Ideological 
parties were marginalised. 

Mandates and ideology mean even 
less now to the voters, who merely 
want a reasonable life and are not 
interested in party politics. Perhaps 
with electoral reform there will be 
the promised mechanism for disen¬ 
chanted voters to force out an MP. 

I doubt MPs have fully realised 
the public remain largely unim¬ 
pressed by their activities and that 
what has gone on before will not be 
tolerated in future, whatever party 
you’re in. 

It’s time for more parties with a 
regional interest. Half a dozen inde¬ 
pendent MPs looking after the 
South coast electorate may well 
hold a lot more clout in a future 
multi-party parliament.

It does also appear to travel fast even 
when stationary: sporty kit includes twin 
central exhaust pipes within a rear dif¬ 
fuser, high-level rear spoiler, gloss black 
highlighting inside and out, and 19-inch 
alloys - traditional silver or contemporary 
white - and becomes the first Seat in this 
sector to wear wheels of this size.

NISSAN may have named its 
Qashqai after a nomadic Asian tribe, 
but it’s suddenly getting a bit crowd¬ 
ed in the crossover sector it created. 

It underlines how the carmaker hit the spot 
with UK buyers by offering a mix of high-rid¬ 
ing SUV and MPV-style, while also targeting 
owners of conventional family hatchbacks who 
might never have considered such a car before. 

So the Qashqai - an enormous success for 
the Japanese marque’s UK plant at 
Sunderland - was quickly followed by the 
Peugeot 3008, Skoda Yeti, Hyundai ix35 and 
now, the striking Mitsubishi ASX. 

With Mitsubishi’s distinctive ‘jet fighter’ 
nose, the ASX is probably the Qashqai’s biggest 
threat on the style front, though it has crept up 
on the market with little or no advance public¬ 
ity ahead of its launch this week. 

It promises to deliver the same compact SUV 
(sports utility vehicle/mini-people carrier/fami¬ 
ly hatchback and estate formula) targeted by 
the Nissan. 

Mitsubishi’s UK managing director Lance 
Bradley called the ASX a potential new brand 
“hero”, which I reckon is better than being 
known for the legendary, but small volume 
Mitsi EVO road-going rally cars. 

He added: “This is the right car, at the right 
time, at the right price and specification. The 
C02 reducing technologies will appeal to fleets, 
user-choosers and retail customers alike - 
indeed, early customer reaction has been very 
positive with advance orders already taken. 

“We’re targeting customers who would tradi¬ 
tionally buy a C-segment car, such as the VW 
Golf and Ford Focus, but also people looking to 
downsize from their SUV or family estate car. 

“With the ASX you really do get the best of 
every world.”

X-over (crossover) and it is competively priced 
from £14,999 to £22,049. 

Like its rivals, the ASX will sell largely in 
front-wheel drive format, though a 4x4 system 
is offered on the 147bhp 1.8 DiD diesel version. 

The 115bhpl.6-litre petrol alternative is 
tipped to be the best-seller though, with a 55 
per cent slice of the cake. Pulling power looks 


a bit lightweight on paper, but it will undercut 
its diesel sister by about £2,000 - a powerful 
attraction in cash-strapped Britain. 

Despite butch SUV-inspired styling, the ASX 
definitely does not fit the mould; the newcom¬ 
er features all the low-emission/higher econo¬ 
my habits buyers now require and uses 
Mitsubishi’s automatic Stop and Go system to 


be greener in town traffic, electric power steer¬ 
ing, low rolling resistance tyres, regenerative 
brakes, low viscosity oil, LED lighting and var¬ 
ious weight reduction measures.

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Peugeot’s family friend

OUR family’s annual holiday to 
Wales is a big deal. 

The kids start the countdown on the kitchen 
notice board weeks before and this year was 
no exception, but for one detail - just as the 
board read ‘Two days to Whales’ (sic) my Ford 
C-Max gave up the ghost. 

Faced with cramming two adults, two chil¬ 
dren, two large dogs and associated parapher¬ 
nalia into my husband’s little Peugeot 206 - a 
bid for the Guinness Book of Records perhaps? 
- there were tough decisions to be made. 

We could leave the dogs behind with a friend, 
but the kids were insistent: “This is the dogs’ 
holiday and it won’t be the same without them.” 

We could leave the kids behind but, strangely, 
the same friend wasn’t so keen to take them. 

Things looked grim, until Peugeot came to 
the rescue and delivered a new 5008 to test 
drive for the week. 

Launched in January, the 5008 MPV or 
people carrier seemed perfect for the job. 

With three rows of flexible seating it can 
comfortably accommodate seven, although a 
large adult might not want to travel too far in 
the rearmost seats. But with the back row and 
one second row seat folded flat, there was eas¬ 
ily enough room for dogs, kids and bags. 

Our car was the flagship Exclusive 1.6-litre 
diesel HDi 110, packed with all those gadgets 
I’ve managed without for so long. 

The Video Pack (£510), for instance, features 
DVD screens on the rear of the front head¬ 
rests, with individual settings so the kids 
could watch different films - and we didn’t 


have to hear either of them thanks to wireless 
Bluetooth headphones. 

Great storage comes as standard, turning the 
5008 into a Tardis with plenty of places to stow 
long journey essentials such as Nintendos, 
books, magazines and snacks - if still bored, you 
can tiy to remember where you put eveiything. 

The glove compartment isn’t huge, but is 
compensated by a cavernous air-cooled centre 


console and second glovebox behind the steer¬ 
ing wheel. 

Hit by intermittent showers as we tackled 
the M4, the Visibility Pack (£510) came into its 
own - automatic headlights and windscreen 
wipers switched on and off as necessary - and 
the panoramic glass roof was a bonus when the 
sun came out. Peugeot Connect Navigation 
costs £715 extra, but is money well spent; we 


were warned of slow-moving, queuing traffic 
or congestion with pin-point accuracy. You 
can’t do much about it on the M4, but at least 
the 5008 let us sink into leather seats to toler¬ 
ate it in comfort. 

The Exclusive also comes with head-up dis¬ 
play so you can watch your speed without tak¬ 
ing your eyes off the road. And as we left the 
main road for the farm track to our cottage

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and the altitude meter - yes, there’s one of 
those too - started to climb, the 5008 took the 
ascent and hairpin bends in its stride. 

Despite its size, the car’s handling and steer¬ 
ing lock is impressive and when we did meet 
an oncoming car, reversing was a piece of cake, 
with the rear view visual display’s green, red 
and amber lights indicating the proximity of 
any unforgiving dry stone walls behind. 


Hill starts were a doddle too, thanks to the 
automatic electric handbrake. 

The 5008 drew many admiring glances. The 
raked back headlights - typical Peugeot - and 
contoured bonnet sweep almost seamlessly 
into the windscreen and roof. 

But it’s not just a pretty face. Safety is para¬ 
mount for a family car and the 5008 scores 
here too, with a maximum five-star Euro 


NCAP rating. Six airbags come as standard, 
and include rear curtain airbags for the third 
row of seats - a first for MPVs. 

It’s hard to fault the 5008. 

I’d say the driving position, although com¬ 
fortable, can be slightly cramped if both driver 
and front passenger use the armrests. 

And those gadgets I’ve managed so long 
without? I’d have been lost without them.

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NatWest 
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Pay scales of justice 


FAR from being wary of the spotlight falling on pay 
scales at the top of the public sector, Kent County 
Council leader Cllr Paul Carter has welcomed it. 

He believes it will widen the debate and lead to much-needed reform 
of employment law across both public and private sectors - particular¬ 
ly with the former being called to cull costly executive posts. 

As things stand, he argues, there are not only serious and divisive 
anomalies in pay scales between sectors, but public shock at the pay-offs 
and settlements that employees can command. 

He said no-one could argue that a complex organisation such as KCC 
- roughly equivalent in size to retailer John Lewis - must pay well to 
attract top managers. 

But some officials command six-figure salaries, often in excess of 
£150,000, and Cllr Carter added: “What residents cannot accept is 
when an executive in the public sector leaves - either after a very Q1_LR PAUL CARTER 



short period or when something seems to have 
gone seriously wrong - only to walk away with 
a large payout, often at a level that would take 
an average person in Kent over a decade or 
more to earn. 

Frustration 

“This was most recently seen when the High 
Court instructed Maidstone and Tunbridge 
Wells NHS Trust to pay their former chief exec¬ 
utive, Rose Gibb, a £190,000 severance payout - 
despite 90 people dying of C diff.” 

He had received many comments on this and 
other cases, reflecting public anger: “I under¬ 
stand and share that frustration. I feel it myself, 
not only as leader of KCC, but also as a taxpay¬ 
er and in my professional life as a director of my 
own company, paying business taxes to support 
the public sector.” 

But such cases could happen at present, he 
said, despite the most rigorous recruitment 


processes. “If the senior manager isn’t compe¬ 
tent or hasn’t performed up to standard, the 
first option is to use the competency and per¬ 
formance framework to dismiss them,” he said. 

“However, complex rules govern this to ensure 
outcomes stand up to scrutiny in an employ¬ 
ment tribunal or court. The process is protract¬ 
ed, bureaucratic and costly.” 

As a result, he said, the under-performing 
executive can all too often stay in post, being 
paid and damaging frontline services and 
employee morale. 

Cllr Carter said: “It leaves an employer in the 
perverse position of having to make a compen¬ 
sation offer to end the contract early. The odds 
are heavily skewed in favour of the employee - 
and employment lawyers know this. 

“Instead of protecting individual employees 
from ruthless employers, current employment 
law has empowered ruthless lawyers - and 


those who can afford them - to take full advan¬ 
tage of the system to claim for dismissal. 

“We need to rebalance employment law in the 
UK so it continues to protect individual employ¬ 
ees, but is fair to employers and to the taxpay¬ 
ers who fund public services.” 

He aims to lobby the new coalition 
Government for a rethink ahead of its autumn 
spending review, so a cash-strapped public sec¬ 
tor is not restricted by employment law adding 
unnecessary and unjustified costs. 

He wants a three-pronged approach: 

• Rules governing dismissal of highly-paid peo¬ 
ple on competency and performance grounds 
need to be changed to make it faster and easier, 
while limiting the liability on the public sector 
employer and ultimately the taxpayer. 

• Reversal of legal changes in 1999 and 2002, 
which removed the established employer’s 
option to waive a senior employee’s right to 
claim unfair dismissal simply on expiry of their 
employment contract. 

• Power to insert fixed or annual break clauses 
allowing an employer to end a fixed-term con¬ 
tract early, without it being classed as dismissal. 

Cllr Carter added that the real issue on high 
pay scales - notably in the public sector, but also 
in other sectors such as banking - was: “The 
comparatively low level of personal risk senior 
executives are required to hold for their high 
salary, because employment law places the 
majority of risk on the employer and too little on 
the individual employee.”

Airport plans face public scrutiny

PLANS for a runway extension and new 
terminal building at Lydd Airport 
have been called in by the coalition 
Government for a public inquiry, writes 
James Alexandre. 

It follows months of speculation after 
Shepway council’s controversial decision 
in March, when councillors voted 27-12 in 
favour of the £25 million scheme, over¬ 
riding advice from their own officers and 
the Government conservation body, 
Natural England. 

Airport operators say their scheme 
could create up to 500 jobs and spokes¬ 
woman Jo Oliver was “deeply disap¬ 
pointed” it would go to inquiry and delay 
investment, though she was confident 
the airport could ultimately secure the 
go-ahead. 

This latest twist, though, is a triumph 
for protesters. Louise Barton, of Lydd 
Airport Action Group, said: “There is no 
case for a second regional airport in 
Kent. The location is inappropriate. 

“Lydd is surrounded by unique natural 
habitats, is under a main bird migration 
route and is less than three miles from 
the Dungeness nuclear power plant.” 

RSPB regional director Chris Corrigan 
said: “Dungeness is one of our most 
important and sensitive wildlife habitats. 

“When combined with considerable 
local opposition and the increasingly sig¬ 
nificant impacts on climate change, it 


seems only right that the airport expan¬ 
sion plans are given the fullest and most 
rigorous examination. 

“We believe that there is considerable 
potential to promote the natural environ¬ 
ment and attract more people to the area 
as visitors and tourists. 

“The RSPB is keen to work with others 
across Romney Marsh and Dungeness to 
make the most of that potential.” 


Shepway’s Liberal Democrat group 
leader, Cllr Lynne Beaumont, voted 
against the plans and was delighted an 
inquiry would be held. 

“The whole situation will now be scruti¬ 
nised and a decision made based on the 
facts, not on political will. 

“Shepway employed experts to give 
councillors advice. This was ignored and 
almost £90,000 wasted.” 
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Comment 

BRITAIN’S ability to reward failure handsomely was highlighted 
by England’s dismal exit from the World Cup. 

The knock-out contrasted sharply with pre-tournament hype 
bearing more than a passing resemblance to the ‘national treas¬ 
ure’ and ‘blue chip’ nonsense we used to hear about our great 
financial institutions before they too were knocked out, albeit with 
precious few personal penalties. 

Yup, like the multi-millionaire manager and players of the 
England team, the fat cats of the City seem to be sharing very lit¬ 
tle of the pain of the man on the street or indeed, hard-working 
entrepreneurial businessmen and women. 

And it highlights a malaise brought to the fore this week by KCC 
leader Paul Carter, a man whose rather languid style disguises an 
ability to spotlight what really upsets the Kent business commu¬ 
nity (see Business Week front page and article in full in the blogs 
section at www.businessforkent.co.uk). 

This time he identified employment law that has swung too far 
in favour of senior staff, making it hard to fire them for poor per¬ 
formance and leaving employers with two unsatisfactory alterna¬ 
tives: either leave them in place - compounding errors and under¬ 
mining staff morale - or drawing up a severance deal that will 
hopefully be less costly than being dragged through an industri¬ 
al tribunal or the courts and possibly still being made to pay up. 

Of course, Cllr Carter has one eye on a looming disaster for his 
own council as the coalition’s public sector cuts begin to carve 
into the upper echelons of council hierarchies that exploded 
under the previous Government. 

There could be some very expensive ‘golden goodbyes’ under 
current legislation. No wonder Cllr Carter will almost beg the 
coalition to review employment law at the same time as it builds 
up to the autumn spending review, which some reckon will make 
last week’s Budget look like a picnic. 

The new Government might already have a handle on the prob¬ 
lem though, after imposing a two-year pay freeze, much to the 
annoyance of public sector employees - seemingly oblivious to 
the fact that most private sector colleagues may experience real 
cuts on top of a freeze and might have already seen their pay 
frozen or cut over the past two years. 

The two years gives the Government plenty of time to pass leg¬ 
islation to curtail severances and should also contrast sharply 
with the way Labour - hamstrung ideologically and by union 
pressure - might have handled unavoidable public sector cuts.

Current predictions show a 50 per cent 
rise in global population within less than 40 
years, raising the threat of famine - and not 
just in developing nations.

Many UK farmers depend on migrant 
labour and not just for seasonal picking and 
other relatively unskilled jobs once sought 
after by students and other casual staff. 

Some ‘agri-workers’ entering the country 
are highly qualified and taking on manage¬ 
ment and other senior positions that farm¬ 
ers cannot find Britons to fill - while UK 
unemployment is high, skill shortages in 
some rural sector industries are increasing.

CONSUMERS are spending more time 
and money in and on their gardens, 
despite talk of belt-tightening. 

That is the view from upmarket garden centre 
Chilstone at Langton Green, near Tunbridge Wells, 
which quotes a 30 per cent surge in garden ornament 
sales over the past year and a 40 per cent rise in esti¬ 
mates for bespoke garden projects. 

The biggest boom is in quality garden buildings, 
where Chilstone partner Cat and Mouse Landscapes 
is celebrating its first anniversary at the site by run¬ 
ning an open weekend this weekend. 

Cat and Mouse proprietor and former graphic artist 
David Granger has established his company as the 
country’s leading agency for Scotts of Thrapston pres¬ 
tige summer houses. 

Scotts was so impressed with David’s work at 
Chilstone that the firm used photographs of his dis¬ 
plays to illustrate its 2010 catalogue. 

“I used to make bespoke summer houses from 
scratch for clients,” said David.

■ FOURTEEN workers were killed 
at work in the South East 
between April 1,2009, and March 31, 
2010, according to new figures from 
the Health and Safety Executive 
(HSE). 

This compares with an average of 
23 work-related deaths in the past 
five years in the region, and 14 fatal 
injures in 2008-09. 

HSE regional spokesman Geoff 
Baker said: ‘While it’s heartening to 
see the number of work-related 
deaths in the South East is still sig¬ 
nificantly lower than the five-year 
average, it’s simply not good enough 
that 14 people failed to come home 
from work to their families last year. 

“Many of these unnecessary deaths 
could have been avoided if simple 
and sensible precautions had been 
in place, and if workers had been 
involved in dealing with the risks 
they face.” 

HSE chairwoman Judith Hackitt 
said: “No doubt the recession has 
resulted in lower levels of activity in 
some sectors, and a decrease in the 
numbers of inexperienced recruits 
has also contributed to this fall in 
fatalities. 

“As with all health and safety 
statistics, this announcement is a 
combination of encouraging news 
about improvement but also a 
salutary reminder of the tragedies 
of lives lost at work.” 

■ SALES of used cars across the South 
East fell 6.2 per cent in the first 
quarter of this year against Q1 last year. 

However, the 4x4 sector - which had 
been hit previously by a consumer back¬ 
lash against so-called 'gas guzzlers’ - 
bucked the trend with a 7.7 per cent 
increase, led by models such as the Land 
Rover Discovery and BMW X5.

match the price to the quality of these build¬ 
ings from Scotts, which can be adapted to peo¬ 
ple’s wishes anyway. 

“It leaves me free, with my illustrator’s back¬ 
ground, to visualise and design people’s ideas 
and dreams for their garden. I do the whole 
package including plumbers, electricians and 
even a wood-burning stove. 

“It is amazing what people want, from a bolt 
hole or study to kids’ den, and from folly to 
homework hideaway, where the children can 
revise free from distractions.”

Chilstone general manager Steve Clark 
echoed the boom story: “People aren’t moving, 
but recognise how investment in ‘outdoor 
space’ improves quality of life while they stay 
and adds value and a 'wow’ factor to their 
property for when they do decide to move.” 

He added it was not unusual for Chilstone 
customers to spend £10,000 at a time. 

Chilstone uses the ‘wow factor’ approach 
itself, by avoiding the compartmentalised dis¬ 
play style of garden centre chains and opting 
for individual gardens within gardens, which 
encourages people to stroll around the 35-acre 
site, relaxing and drawing ideas from displays. 


Steve said: “We concentrate on the top end of 
the market and that means not just quality 
products, but a bespoke service - people want 
ideas and good customer service.” 

He said Chilstone had also taken an unusu¬ 
al line on marketing. It was already known 
nationally, but recognised that it had not been 
targeting well-heeled customers in its own 
immediate area of west Kent as well as it 
should. 

And it has also ‘micro-marketed’ successful¬ 
ly and cost-effectively by selecting upmarket 
areas such as the Channel Islands and top 
drawer events like Royal Ascot. 


Riding out the storm 

BUDGET day was also a big day for Kent Invicta Chamber of 
Commerce, which staged its 24th annual exhibition. 

Cllr Kevin Lines, KCC’s cabi¬ 
net member for regeneration 
and economic development, told 
delegates at Ashford Inter¬ 
national Hotel that the spend¬ 
ing cuts listed by Chancellor 
George Osborne’s debut Budget 
hinted at tough times to 
come, but pledged steps to 
counter the worst. 

And the quality of the exhibi¬ 
tion’s 120 stands and the 
enthusiastic networking sug¬ 
gested that Kent businesses 
and entrepreneurs have less to 
fear than most. 

The event was opened by 
Mayor of Ashford Cllr Alan 
Wells and alongside the main 
exhibition were free workshops 
themed on measures that can 
alleviate the economic crisis, 
and free business advice clinics 
from the chamber. 

The Best Stand in the Show 
award - after long deliberation 
by chamber chief executive Jo 
James and construction group 
sponsors GSE - went to 
Wealden Business Group for a 
massive display of balloons, with 
some burst regularly to empha¬ 
sise the slogan ‘Make business 
go with a bang’. 

Ms James said: “I’m immense¬ 
ly proud of the way local busi¬ 
nesses supported our exhibition. 

“It takes a lot of organisation 
and the whole environment of

the event was ample reward for 
the effort put in by chamber 
staff, the hotel, sponsors and 
supporters.

Business and commerce 
is the engine room of this coun¬ 
try’s economy.

Media man Paul 
still hooked after 
years of change 

KOS Media made its own business news last week - acquisition by prominent regional 
newspaper group Archant. Chief executive at Archant, Adrian Jeakings, said he wanted to 
preserve the Kent group’s innovative style, which has landed more than 10 national media 
awards since it launched with Kent on Sunday in September, 2002. 

KOS Media’s growth into a stable of newspapers, magazines and websites was overseen 
by founder and MD Paul Stannard, who owns up to being consumed by the ever-widening 
potential of the media. Business editor STEVE LOADER managed to keep him in one place 
long enough for a rare interview. 


ORN into a family which “had 
newspapers in the blood”, KOS 
Media boss Paul Stannard counts 
himself lucky to have seen so 
much change in the industry 

As a fresh-faced youth who knocked on the doors of the 
Daily Mail and asked for a job, he witnessed the death- 
throes of old-style ‘hot metal’ print technology and print 
union power and, recently, he has been part of the march 
of IT and the internet. 

Paul’s father and uncle worked for Fleet Street papers: 
“My father, Bill, is a newspaper man through and 
through and I was keen to follow.” 

Bom in east London, but educated in Thanet, Paul left 
college at 17 and joined the launch of an independent 
newspaper in Canterbury - the Leader. 

Soon afterwards he was at the Daily Mail to 
witness the launch of the Mail on 
Sunday -then the biggest newspaper 
event seen in 25 years. 

“Having experienced two newspaper 
launches in a short space of time, I was 
hooked and fancied doing this myself 
one day. I had also been lucky. When I 
called at the Daily Mail, I was told I 
had to be in a union. I asked my uncle 
how I should go about that and he sent 
me down to south London the same day 
to get a letter from the Father of the 
Chapel. 

“I tmdged back to the Mail in pouring 
rain and the same woman who’d seen 
me earlier told me: ‘If you have that 
much initiative then you should get 
your chance.’ 

“I was given fast-track experience in 
various departments: I had six months 
in promotions, six months in editorial, 
six months in advertising and so on - a 
crash-course in publishing. 

“I then worked on supplements such as the Ideal 
Home Exhibition, the Motor Show, and Ski Show, liaising 
with editors and writers and getting a grounding on how 
advertising should not compromise editorial integrity. I 
still believe strongly in the rights of my editors to edit. 

“I was also mbbing shoulders with greats in journal¬ 
ism such as Lynda Lee-Potter - a tiny woman with a big 
profile - Daily Mail boss Sir David English and top flight 
showbiz writers like Baz Bamigboye.” 

Apart from the Mail on Sunday launch, which changed 
Sunday newspaper journalism, he also saw the launch of 
Eddy Shah’s Today with its colour production technology 
and low manpower costs. 

The newspaper industry’s ‘Big Bang 5 followed quickly, 
including the union-busting siege of Rupert Murdoch’s 
Wapping production fortress and a mass exodus of 
nationals from their historic homes on Fleet Street. 

Paul recalls: “They were exciting times badly handled 
by both unions and management. It proved to me the 
need for good internal communications.” 

After five years at the Mail, Paul was tempted back to 
Kent to by Adscene group boss Harry Lambert - a UK

pioneer of through-the-door free newspapers in the 
1970s - who needed a special publications manager. 

Paul’s debut was masterminding a high-quality sup¬ 
plement to cover a visit by Princess Diana and Prince 
Charles to Canterbury. 

“It was very different to anything Adscene had done 
before and given out on the streets as a souvenir,” said 
Paul. “I don’t think the management of the time really 
understood the quality approach though, so I decided to 
strike out on my own.” 

He launched Kent Recruitment Weekly, the Drivetime 
motoring title, and pioneering listings mag The Word is 
Out, but then the 1990 recession struck: “That was when 
I got my business degree - the hard way.” 

Four years on he was negotiating a 
sale to EMAP publishing group, only 
to be told his old boss Harry Lambert 
might want the business, as Adscene 
was about to acquire arch rivals AKN 
from EMAP, plus other titles dotted 
around the UK. 

The multiple deal was done, with 
Paul becoming development director 
charged with knitting together the 
hugely expanded group with the CEO, 
helping it from a half million profit to 
£3m in just over a year, before work¬ 
ing as a group troubleshooter for out¬ 
posts in the Midlands, Lincolnshire 
and then London. 

Kent Regional Newspapers was 
eventually taken over by the Trinity 
Mirror group in 2001 and, finding him¬ 
self back in the familiar troubleshooter 
role, Paul decided he didn’t want any 
more “living out of a suitcase”. 

He took time away from the indus¬ 
try to set up a property portfolio, but the lure of the 
media proved too great. He put together a £2m invest¬ 
ment and quickly recruited a team: “I worked with 
many good people, some of whom gave up really secure 
jobs to follow their ‘Pied Piper’ on a journey that took us 
to a string of national awards in just five years from 
Kent on Sunday’s launch in 2002.” 

The secret, he said, was a free newspaper featuring 
quality editorial and circulated via readers picking up 
from newsagents, petrol stations and supermarkets - a 
model later copied across the country. 

In 2005, Kent on Sunday became the first and only 
free newspaper to win the overall UK Regional 
Newspaper of the Year title from Press Gazette, prompt¬ 
ing judge Philippa Kennedy to declare that KoS was so 
good, people really ought to pay for it. 

“It was a good feeling,” said Paul. “Nobody gave us a 
chance at the start, but that allowed us to make good 
progress before rivals started taking us seriously. We 
mounted spectacular editorial campaigns, such as the 
Thames Estuary airport protest and opposition to the 
Wye Downs development.

“We continue to be a David fighting in a 
world of Goliaths,” said Paul. KOS Media 
was short-listed only recently for a major 
digital award along with giants including 
The Guardian and Daily Telegraph. 

KOS Media has 
since added other 
weekend titles, a 
string of midweek 
local papers, maga¬ 
zines and several 
successful websites. 

Cutting-edge web 
technology has also 
been developed, 
allowing KOS Media 
titles to be accessed 
and read online, or 
via mobile applica¬ 
tions including those 
for the iPhone and 
now the iPad. 

Paul, 46, said: “The 
death of newspapers 
has been predicted 
many times since 
the mid-70s, but we 
just seem to get alternative ways of access¬ 
ing news rather than a direct replacement. 
As a media group, that means you must try 
to talk to everybody via every platform if you 
can. However, I do think the iPad will 
change the way we consume media.” 

So, if the company is thriving and inno¬ 
vating, why sell? 


“Innovation can be expensive at the out¬ 
set. Archant brings the confidence, financial¬ 
ly and logistically, that comes from being 
part of a bigger concern and means, for 
instance, I can hand over hack office’ func¬ 
tions that prevent 
me being more 
hands-on with new 
developments. 

“And Archant 
likes what we are 
about. Far from 
being perceived as a 
brake on our ambi¬ 
tion, they have been 
a minority share¬ 
holder for several 
years already and 
want us to explore 
new opportunities 
which, they in turn 
may wish to intro¬ 
duce elsewhere. 

“Archant’s north 
Kent media assets 
are also a good fit 
with those of KOS 
Media, which tends to be stronger in the 
rest of the county.” 

When not working, Paul likes to spend 
time with his family, though he admits to 
holding a season ticket for West Ham United: 
“Dad went to the same school as Hammers 
and England captain Bobby Moore and West 
Ham is a part of our family.”

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Budget consequences 
digested at breakfast 


MORE than 200 business leaders 
from across Kent were told “the 
devil was in the detail” of new 
Chancellor George Osborne’s 
debut Budget. 

The warning came from Tunbridge Wells- 
based Creaseys accountants and tax advisers, 
where partner Mark Howard said: “The 
Budget release from the Revenue was several 
hundred pages long and many points only 
came out from reviewing this material.” 

He was speaking at a post-Budget breakfast 
summit called by Creaseys at the River 
Centre, Tonbridge, when guests also heard a 
speech by David Philpott, chairman of the 
Kent branch of the Institute of Directors (IoD). 

Creaseys partner Elizabeth Robertson said 
the Budget had been good news generally for 
businesses with company tax rates falling, to 
support business, and to make the UK more 
competitive. 

She also discussed the tax advantages of dif¬ 
ferent business structures - choosing between 
a company or partnership or involving a com¬ 
pany as a partner. 

“Business structures are often thought of as 
static, whereas they should be dynamic and 
changed in line with circumstances and the 
fiscal environment,” she said.

Fellow partner Richard Holme said the 
increase in Capital Gains Tax (CGT) to 28 per 
cent was not as high as many had feared, but 
had come into effect at midnight on Budget 
night, making it harder to plan. 


He also highlighted the increase in 
Entrepreneurs’ Relief to £5 million and spoke 
of the importance of keeping within the strict 
criteria to ensure it can be claimed. 

Mr Holme said there had been an increasing 
demand on Creaseys’ tax team focusing 
on non-doms and non-residents, where 
tax rules have become harsher over the 
last two years and could get even tougher 
after the Government review planned for later 
this year. 

IoD county chairman Mr Philpott said his 
organisation was delighted so many of its pre- 
Budget suggestions had been taken up by the 
coalition Government, leading to four out of 
five IoD members giving a thumbs up. 

“As a nation, we have been living beyond our 
means, so deficit reduction is something that 
has to be top of the agenda,” he said. “Having 
said that, the Government has recognised that 
it is business which will lead us out of the 
recession and that is reflected in the Budget.” 

The breakfast was free to attend but 
Creaseys asked for donations to its charity of 
the year, the Pickering Cancer Drop-in Centre 
in Tunbridge Wells. More than £400 was 
raised. 

Creaseys has nine partners and about 90 
support staff at offices in Lonsdale Gardens, 
Tunbridge Wells. 


African flair on agenda 
of job skills conference 


THE University of Greenwich at 
Medway is leading part of an 
international project to provide 
postgraduate students in sub- 
Saharan Africa with the skills and 
entrepreneurial flair demanded 
by employers. 

The £4.5 million Education 
Partnerships in Africa (EPA) 
scheme was launched by the 
Department for Business, 
Innovation and Skills (BIS) in 2008 
and is managed by the British 
Council. 

The university’s key role was 
highlighted this week when dele¬ 
gates from three Nigerian, one 


South African and three UK uni¬ 
versities attended an Education 
Partnerships in Africa conference 
at the University of Greenwich 
school of engineering at Chatham 
Maritime. 

It is hoped the project’s findings 
will also assist development of post¬ 
graduate courses and skills train¬ 
ing for students in the UK. 

Professor Ndy Ekere, head of the 
university’s school of engineering, 
said: ‘We are the lead partner in an 
18-month EPA programme looking 
at the best approaches to embed¬ 
ding employability skills within 
postgraduate programmes.”

Auto bodyshop supplier Malthouse 
Products has also recommitted to Ashford 
and plans to create three new jobs. 

It was awarded £61,000 to assist in the 
building of an extension between its two units 
in Great Chart, which has boosted storage 
and lowered distribution costs. 

Locate in Kent chief executive Paul Wookey 
said: “These success stories in Ashford just 
go to show how much our assistance and 
business grants can help. 

“We’d encourage all companies with an 
investment project in mind to contact us to 
see if we can help. 

“Kent businesses should be making the 
most of all opportunities available to them, 
particularly free advice and funding.”

Molloy, who clocked up more than 300 
appearances for former Premiership champi¬ 
ons Wasps, is excited by the opportunity and 
believes rugby academies are crucial to devel¬ 
oping the game both locally and nationally. 

The European Cup winner is familiar with 
rugby in the county after coaching spells at 
Canterbury and Westcombe Park. 

He said: “I think the problem with rugby at 
the moment and a lot of clubs is the lack of 
links for players to go forward. A lot of good 
players go off, don’t come back to grassroots 
rugby and tend to drop out of the game. If the 
RFU are not careful it’s going to get worse. 

“Rugby needs to have a pathway. It’s impor¬ 
tant for students to be able to ftirther their 
education alongside playing rugby with the 


view of coming back to their local clubs or pro¬ 
gressing to professional clubs. It’s not a flash in 
the pan and we want the academy to run for 
many years to come. 

“Unfortunately due to Kent’s location we do 
struggle. We hear rumours of London Wasps 
maybe moving to Dartford and Saracens are 
looking to move this side of the Dartford 
Bridge, but until that happens then the link is 
missing, which is blow to a massive rugby¬ 
playing county like Kent.”

Once again, Fletcher cleared every fence 
but her caution allowed Williams, from 
Stelling Minnis, near Canterbury, to steal the 
prize as he bettered her time by 16 seconds 
to lift the trophy. 

He said: “There was a lot of pressure [riding 
last]. I’d have preferred to go in the middle, 
but it’s about beating the course so it doesn’t 
really matter where you go. The only option 
she had was to try to jump clear and hope I 
hit something. I just kept thinking I needed to 
go clear, but I knew I’d already done it once.

“I’ve been going there enough years so it 
was a really good feeling to win. In 50 years 
of jumping, there had only been 50 clear 
rounds and sometimes you win with four 
faults. It’s the ultimate challenge for a horse.” 

Hickstead’s toughest obstacle, Devil’s Dyke, 
had given Williams problems previously, but 
the 39-year-old’s construction of a replica at his 
home provided Skip Two Ramiro sufficient 
preparation to clear the triple-fence easily.

DRAFTED to the NBA by San 
Antonio Spurs last week, former 
Kent basketball player Ryan 
Richards is now eager to stay 
and test himself against the 
sport’s biggest stars. 

The first Brit to be selected since Joel 
Freeland in 2006, Richards’ move to the 
Spurs should ensure he remains in the 
United States rather than being sent back 
to Europe to further improve his game. 

Famham-bom Freeland was drafted by 
Portland Trail Blazers four years ago, but 
then encouraged to remain with Spanish 
side Gran Canaria - the club from which 
Richards has joined San Antonio. 

The 19-year-old from Sittingboume, who 
began his basketball career with the Kent 
Crusaders aged 12, is instead likely to 
spend time with the Spurs’ development 
side, Austin Toros, who play in the NBA 
D-League. 

Crusaders chairman Jesse Sazant, who 
coached the side until 2007, said: “San 
Antonio have a proven track record of spot¬ 
ting talent in Europe, developing players 
and providing quality coaching, so it’s a 
good place for him to be if he wants to keep 
improving. 

“In the second round [of the draft], you’re 


not guaranteed a contract so that’s still to be 
determined.” 

Richards, who was the 49th of 60 picks, 
declared himself available for the draft in 
April and his stock quickly rose following 
an impressive showing at the NBA 
Combine in Chicago. 

At 6ft llins, the forward is a giant, even 
by NBA standards and his mum, Debbie 
Richards, who lives in Church Road, 
Sittingboume, said he had always wanted 
to play on the biggest stage. 

She said: “A lot of the European teams are 
coming on now but that was his dream. He 
didn’t want to play in Europe, he wanted to 
be in the NBA. It’s unbelievable, because 
this sort of thing doesn’t really happen to 
eveiyone. Of course, I wanted him to get 
picked but I’m pleased he’s going to a team 
where they work with the younger players. 

“He started playing at 11 - his older broth¬ 
er Keenan came over from Jamaica and he 
played well. Ryan wanted to be as good as 
him, so that was the start of his interest. It’s 
not all been plain sailing since then, he’s had 
a few injuries but he’s stayed focused.” 

The Spurs have lifted the NBA champi¬ 
onship three times in the last seven years 
and they reached the Western Conference 
play-off semi-finals last season. 

Should Richards feature for his new club 
in the summer league, his first game could 
be against Minnesota Timberwolves in Las 
Vegas on July 12.

LISA Dobriskey is confident she will be 
challenging for a medal at the European 
Athletics Championships despite questions 
surrounding her fitness. 

The 27-year-old, 1500-metre runner took 
part in the UK Championships and 
European Trials at Birmingham last 
weekend but failed to automatically secure 
her spot in the Great Britain squad after 
finishing third in the final. 

Dobriskey’s preparations have been 
hampered by niggling injuries, but it is noth¬ 
ing new for the Ashford athlete, who overcame 
a back injury to win a silver medal at the 
World Championships this time last year. 

The Great Britain squad for the European 
Championships, which begin on July 26, is 
announced on Tuesday. 

Despite admitting not being fully fit, the 
reigning Commonwealth champion is opti¬ 
mistic of being included in the squad. 

Nervous 

She told the Press Association: “In terms of 
fitness I’m reasonably confident that, give me 
four weeks and I will be fine. But I wish things 
had run a bit smoother, I can’t afford this 
stress all the time. 

“I’m going to have to get a fast race under my 
belt. Hopefully I will do enough to get to the 
Europeans. 

“I totally didn’t feel ready in Birmingham. I 
was so nervous before the heats. I’m not race 
sharp, I’ve not done the speed sessions that I 
need to and a race like that, when it was so 
slow, my heart sank. 

“I’m reasonably happy, I’m not over the moon 
but I’m not devastated.” 

Elsewhere at the trials, Blackheath & 
Bromley sprinter Montell Douglas reached the 
100m semi-finals in her competitive return 
after recovering from a serious knee injury 
picked up in November.

Jackson bids fail 
to impress Scally 

Gills chairman savs offers for striker ‘unacceptable’

GILLINGHAM have received 
several approaches for striker 
Simeon Jackson but none have 
been what chairman Paul Scally 
describes as “credible”. 

The 23-year-old has been the club’s top 
scorer for the last two seasons and has long 
been linked with a move away from 
Priestfield. 

Last season the club valued him at an opti¬ 
mistic level of about £1.5 million, 10 times 
the amount they spent bringing him from 
Rushden & Diamonds in January 2008. 

Speculation 

With Gillingham relegated back to 
League Two in May and Jackson out of 
contract next summer, speculation of a 
move away has increased in recent weeks. 
Norwich City and Peterborough are report¬ 
edly interested. 

Scally revealed the club had received 
several bids for the star striker, but they 
were well short of the asking price. 

He said: “There’s been lots of speculation 
about him as we’ve all heard, but as of 
yet we’ve had no credible offers. Until that 
happens - if it happens - he’s a Gillingham 
player and he understands that. 

“Those that made the offer may not regard 
them as silly, but we as a board don’t find 
them acceptable. I wouldn’t say they were

silly, just not acceptable. There have been 
several [clubs], but we had silly offers last 
year and he’s still with us.” 


The Gills chief stressed Jackson had 
never agitated for a move but stopped short 
of guaranteeing the Canada international 
will be at the club when the season starts 
next month. 

“I would hope he’s with us at the start of 
the season, but we’ve never stood in some¬ 
one’s way if they really want to move on,” he 
said. “He would like to play at a higher level, 
as would most of the team, and clearly he’s 
aware there is interest from some clubs. We 
just have to wait and see when the next few 
weeks progress.” 

Launch 

Scally was speaking at the launch of 
the club’s new shirt sponsors, Automatic 
Retailing. The firm, based in the North 
East, supplies wholesale confectionary to 
vending machines nationwide. 

The contract is for an initial 12 months 
and replaces Kent Reliance Building 
Society (krbs), who had agreed a new con¬ 
tract with the club back in March. 

The two parties agreed to part company a 
few weeks ago, but Scally felt it was not 
directly due to the club’s relegation. 

He said: “From our point no, but from 
their part obviously it was less attractive, 
but I don’t think it was directly. They are in 
a difficult business themselves in the finan¬ 
cial services market. They had two or three 
very good years with us, but we will contin¬ 
ue to work with them on other projects.” 

The building society will continue to be 
associated with the club as a lower level 
sponsor. 


Hess tells players they must shape 
up or ship out during pre-season 


GILLINGHAM’S players were welcomed 
back to pre-season training this week with 
new boss Andy Hessenthaler preaching a 
simple message: impress or move on. 

The squad trained together on Thursday 
for the first time since the club’s relegation 
back to League Two. 

After a light first session the intensity 
will gradually build towards the start of the 
season on August 7, with the Gills’ first 
pre-season game away to Braintree Town 
next Friday. 

Simon King was among the players who 
attended on Thursday. The centre-back has 
been out for almost a year with an ankle 
injuiy, but is making encouraging progress 
in his bid to return to fitness. 

It will be some time before he joins in with 
the rest of the squad, but the 27-year-old 
underwent a light individual session. 

Hessenthaler, who succeeded Mark 
Stimson in May, made it clear every member 
of the squad will be given the opportunity to 
prove their worth in pre-season. But with 
expectations of promotion back to League 
One at the first attempt high, the Gills boss 
cannot afford to carry any dead wood and 
will make up his mind quickly about who 
will line up in his squad. 

He said: “I’m sure it will get to the stage 
where there will be players I don’t fancy. If 
they’re not in my plans I will tell them and 


see if we can move them on. There’s no point 
having players who aren’t going to be in 
your plans. 

“They have all got to impress me. We’re all 
under pressure because we want to get back 
up straight away. If they’re good enough 
they will handle it, but they have got to go 
out and prove they want to be in the team.” 

The contracted players will be supple¬ 
mented by a steady stream of triallists dur¬ 
ing pre-season. Several are likely to be given 
a run-out at either Braintree or Bromley 
next Saturday. 

Hessenthaler has been impressed 
with the standard of players available 
as free agents, with many coming from 
Premier League academies. The best 
could be offered terms in the next few 
weeks. 

The Gills boss said: ‘We haven’t 
got the money to go out and buy 
players, so we have to look at those 
who have been released. Looking 
at the list there are players from 
big clubs and at our level they * 
could do really well.” / 

After a quiet summer for 
transfers, Hessenthaler expects 
to complete one or two deals 
next week, with Barnet striker 
John O’Flynn and Cardiff defender Darren 
Dennehy still in his sights.

Clifford eves return if t20 ticket sales are a success

KENT chief executive Jamie 
Clifford says the county’s members 
and supporters will determine 
whether next week’s money-mak¬ 
ing "home’ game at the Oval is a 
one off, or becomes a regular on the 
Spitfires’ fixture calendar. 

The county have negotiated a deal with 
Surrey County Cricket Club to host a Friends 
Provident t20 game against Essex at the Oval 
on Friday night, in the hope it will ease their 
well-documented financial woes. 

When it was first announced last year, 
the club were keen to point out it would be 
a one off and admitted it was purely one of 
several measures they hoped would bring 
more money into the club. 

Yet after witnessing a decrease in atten¬ 
dance figures for t20 this summer, which 
will hit the club hard as they look to over¬ 
turn losses of £802,000 in the last financial 
year, Clifford, who took over as chief exec¬ 
utive in March, hinted the Oval game 
could be repeated in the future. 

He said: “The message to people who 
think this is a great idea is get to the Oval 
and give us a very hard decision to make 
about what to do in the future. 

“We have always said it will be a one-off, 
but if the commuting public of Kent and 
the Kent faithful help us make it a success, 
we would have to look at the potential this 


provides us. The onus is on the fans to tell 
us what they think of the initiative.” 

Friday’s game will be the first time Kent 
have staged a match outside the county. 
While hopes of filling the 23,500 capacity 
ground in Kennington, London, may have 
been unrealistic, the county’s hopes of 
attracting a crowd close to that figure have 
been somewhat dented by what’s proved to 
be a chaotic fixture schedule this summer. 

Clifford, who has been criticised in some 
quarters for increasing ticket prices this sea¬ 
son in a bid to improve the club’s dire finan¬ 
cial position, sympathises with supporters 
struggling to meet the cost of attending eveiy 
game, and hopes changes will be made to 
meet those concerns next season. 

“A little bit of sensible structure would 
go a long way to mitigating a lot of the dis¬ 
appointment everybody has been feeling 


about t20,” he said. “In a way we have our¬ 
selves to blame because it was the coun¬ 
ties that said we would like more games, 
so it’s a case of‘you’ve asked for it and now 
you’ve got it’. 

“If we sold the [Oval] out it would be an 
amazing result financially, but we have to 
be realistic and it’s unlikely we will fill the 
ground unless everything’s on that game in 
a ‘do or die’ scenario, which it could still be. 

“What I am doing at the moment is not 
trying to find a single solution because we 
have a massive challenge on our hands. 

“This is one of just a number of initiatives 
that we have to take to try and change our 
fortunes.”

Skippers in call 
to scrap draws 
in Kent League 

WITH the Kent League Premier Division 
adopting rules used at county and internation¬ 
al level for the second-half of the season, cap¬ 
tains are now asking for the changes to be 
made permanent. 

Last year’s successful experiment of 
scrapping draws after the mid-point of the 
campaign prompted the clubs to propose the 
use of powerplays - a switch which comes into 
force from next Saturday. 

The Mote captain Tom Harvey feels the 
changes are a necessity if the standard of club 
cricket in Kent is to follow the trends set at 
county level. 

He said: “I can’t understand why you wouldn’t 
want to mimick international cricket if you’re 
aspiring to improve. When we had a meeting in 
the winter, a lot of the captains said teams were 
playing more aggressively, even in the first-half 
of the season. 

Discretion 

“All 10 teams seemed in favour of having it all 
season, but due to funding, the ECB said they 
were not going to do that.” 

The powerplay system means fielding cap¬ 
tains can only have two men outside the 30- 
yard circle for the first 10 overs and two further 
five-over blocks must then be taken at the cap¬ 
tain’s discretion later in the game. 

St Lawrence & Highland Court have enjoyed a 
superb start to the season, but their captain, 
Lewis Jenkins, also welcomed the introduction of 
powerplays as well as the move to ‘win-lose’ crick¬ 
et, which takes the draw out of the equation. 

He said: “Up to this point, you could play real¬ 
ly well and only get a winning draw, which 
leaves you feeling a bit cheated. Now though, it 
promotes positive cricket and batsmen have to 
look to score quickly. 

“When you’re playing sides who are not so 
strong, teams might hold off using the power- 
play until the perceived weaker batsmen are in. 
In that respect, it’s different to international 
cricket because there are no weak links there.” 


Surtees’ death a ‘devastatingly tragic’ accident 


ALMOST a year on from the tragic death of 
Kent racer Henry Surtees, results from an in- 
depth investigation has deemed the incident a 
“freak accident”. 

The 18-year-old driver from Edenbridge, 
near Sevenoaks, died during a Formula Two 
race at Brands Hatch on July 18 last year after 
being struck on the head by an errant wheel at 
120mph. 

The accident involving the son of ex- 
Formula One world champion John Surtees 
came just hours after the teenager recorded 
his first-ever podium finish. He was airlifted to 
Royal London Hospital where he was pro¬ 
nounced dead. 

A full investigation was completed in the 
months after the accident by Formula 
Two Championship organiser Motorsport 


Vision, motorsport governing body FIA and F2 
car designer Williams Engineering, but up until 
now results of the investigation had never 
been released. 

However, after we contacted MotorSport 
Vision chief executive Jonathan Palmer this 
week prior to the sixth round of the Formula 
Two Championship at Brands Hatch on July 
18, he revealed the results of the investigation. 

He said: “We were involved and the FIA 
were involved in the investigation, and 
essentially it was recognised to be tragically a 
freak accident. 

“There was no finger pointing at anything in 
particular. 

“As we know from Formula One, wheel teth¬ 
ers have no guarantee that the wheel will 
never come off. It was just devastatingly trag¬ 


ic the wheel came across the track into 
Henry’s path. 

“There was no case of any negligence and 
the question that followed after it was ‘can we 
learn anything from it?’ as with any accident. It 
was the most awful thing and we will endeav¬ 
our to keep trying to make racing as safe as 
possible.” 

Changes have since been made to the 
Formula Two cars in the months after the 
crash. Wheel tethers, a system which should 
enable wheels to stay attached to the car after 
a big impact, were upgraded to the level seen 
at the pinnacle of single-seater racing in 
Formula One. 

Palmer also confirmed that a tribute to 
Surtees will be held when the F2 series comes 
to Brands in two weeks.

He said: “There is a huge amount of sorrow 
about Henry and he will never be forgotten. It’s 
devastating for John and his wife Jane and we 
will certainly be sharing a moment for Henry at 
the race weekend.” 
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Nuts and Bolts suspended over debts 


ASHFORD Town chairman Don 
Crosbie has vowed the club will 
start the new league season 
despite being suspended by the 
Football Association for debts 
owed to two Kent sides. 

The FA sanctions prevent the 
club from signing players or even 
taking part in pre-season friend¬ 
lies until the debts are settled. 

They arose from outstanding 
payments dating back to last sea¬ 
son to Dover Athletic for the loan 
of Craig Cloke, and Ebbsfleet 
United for Jamie Forshaw and 
Steven Springett. 

An FA spokesman said: “Ashford 


Town were initially put under a 
registrations embargo due to their 
failure to pay money owed to two 
clubs for loan players. 

“This was subsequently extend¬ 
ed to a suspension from all football 
on June 18. The suspension and 
embargo will be both lifted as soon 
as the debts are paid.” 

Crosbie, who is in dispute with 
co-owner Tony Betteridge over 
the running of the club, has 
moved to calm fears the Nuts and 
Bolts would not start the Ryman 
South season next month. 

The Town chairman insists 
Dover have been paid and debts 


owed to the Fleet will be settled 
before the start of the season. 

He said: “There was a dispute 
over the wages for two players 
from Ebbsfleet United. I believe 
the wrong amount was put down 
by the club secretary, which was 
different to the fee agreed by 
[manager] Steve Lovell, but it 
looks like we have got to pay 
£2,000. [The FA] have said Dover 
haven’t been paid for their loan 
player, but they have and we have 
got confirmation of that. 

“I will pay it and as long as it is 
paid in the next six weeks then it 
won’t be a problem.” 


The sanctions are separate to 
the club’s winding-up proceed¬ 
ings, lodged by Betteridge which 
were adjourned in the High Court 
on Wednesday. 

Following the hearing, Crosbie 
has been given until July 14 to sub¬ 
mit written evidence. Betteridge will 
then have until July 28 to submit his 
evidence before a pre-trial review 
will take place after August 11. 

Crosbie claims during the wind¬ 
ing up process the club were not 
able to pay any bills, but he is 
now in a position to do so which 
allows the club to clear the debt 
owed to Ebbsfleet.

THE HEAD of the Kent County 
Football Association will take 
his place on the FA national 
board of directors in the next 
week or so to decide on Fabio 
Capello’s future as England boss. 

Kent chairman Barry Bright, who also 
holds the position of vice-chairman of the 
Football Association, will meet, perhaps as 
early as next week, to discuss the Italian’s 
future and pick the bones out of what was a 
fruitless World Cup campaign which saw 
England exit after a humiliating 4-1 defeat 
to Germany. 

In an exclusive interview with Kent on 
Sunday, Bright said the FA will take stock of 
what happened in South Africa before decid¬ 
ing what course of action to take. 

“I was as expectant as probably the vast 
majority of people in this country,” he said. 
“People forget that despite positions you 
may hold in the game, you are still a sup¬ 
porter and deep down you have the same 
disappointment as everybody else. 

“In the due course of time the board of 
directors of the FA will make a decision they 
believe is in the best interest of English foot¬ 
ball. As a member of the board of directors I 
will be involved, but that discussion has not 
yet taken place. 

“There are times you need to take a deep 
breath and then at the right time you make 
decisions. The departure of the chairman of 
the FA was conducted in exactly the same 
manner and we will do the same again and 
hopefully reach what is the right decision.” 

Several influential members within the 
FA, such as Sir Trevor Brooking and 
Bolton chairman Phil Gartside, have 
already given Capello their backing and 
believe the 64-year-old is still the right man 
to lead the country to qualification for the 
European Championships in 2012. 

Whether the former AC Milan coach is 
the man to do that or not, Bright insists 
once a decision is made, the focus must 


then be on qualification for the European 
Championships in the Ukraine and 
Poland in 2012. 

“We start the long trek to qualify for the 
Ukraine and Poland and that starts within 
weeks,” he said. ‘We have to look forward, 
you can’t look back because you can’t undo 
what happened. People will look back in the 
history books and will see in Bloemfontein it 
says Germany 4 England 1. 

“You can talk for evermore about a ball 
that hit the underside of the crossbar and 
went over the line, but at the end of the day 



and as one myself I understand that.’ 


Frank Lampard’s goal that never was 
has been a big talking point since 
England were dumped out of the tourna¬ 
ment, and Fifa president Sepp Blatter has 
since apologised to the FA. 

Blatter has also agreed to look again at 
implementing goal-line technology in the 
wake of England’s misfortune, and while 
it’s a huge U-turn on Blatter’s part, 
Bright, who supports the idea of technolo¬ 
gy, has warned there are others among 
Fifa who will oppose it. 


He said: “It’s something I personally 
believe should be introduced for goal-line 
matters only. I do stop at that point. I don’t 
like the idea of the game stopping to decide 
on free-kicks, off-sides, etc, and I don’t think 
supporters would like that either. 

“I think that would be fair but there is still 
a long way to go on this, it’s not only the 
president of Fifa who has been opposed to it, 
there are others. 

“It might be that it’s only introduced in cer¬ 
tain competitions and who knows, they may 
ask the Premier League to experiment with 
it and see how it goes. The door has opened a 
little bit, because before it was firmly shut.” 
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
